Ministry Would Not Be Forced. 

Cape Town, Sep, 1.—The rumors that 
the Schroiner Cabinet would be dismiss- 
ed caused an unusual episode im tho 
House of Assombly. Mr. Cecil Rhodes 
asked for a speedy passage of the esti- 
mates, jn order to enable him to go to 
Rhodesia. The other leaders of the Oppo- 
sition supported vhe demand; but the 
Ministertalists, fearing that the comple- 
tion of the estimate would be the signal 
for thoir downfall, declined to be forced, 
and after the passage of a few votes, the 
Honso proceeded to other business. 

Vhat Dutchman  — 

A despatch from Baluwayo Bays that 
Petrus Vilgoen, the Dutchman who was 
charged there a week go, upon a war- 
rant signed by the British high commis- 
sioner, Sir Alfred Milner, with inciting 
the natives of Bechuanaland to rebel 
against the British authorities, was yes- 
terday bound over in heavy security to 
kesp the peace, and was {immediately re- 
arrested on a charge of having stolen a 
Wagon belonging to Chief Khama. 

The Whole Correspondence Read, 


Pretoria, Sept. 1.—The entire corre- 
spondence between the Imperial and 
‘ransvaal Governments was rvad in open 
session yesterday, and President Kruger 
asked the Raad to meet seoretly last 
night for the purpose of considering a 
reply. President Kruger olaimed that in 
the convention of 1851 the suzerainty of 
Great Britain was distinctly stated, but, 
he added, there was no mention of it in 
the convention of 1884. He denied that 
the Government had excluded tho British 
from political rights. 

“ttoer Women Show Fight, 

Johannesburg, Sept. 1.—The Standard 
and Diggers’ News of Johannesburg 
doscribes the Boer women as very war- 
like. hey are forming rifle clubs in 
many districts, and petitioning the 
‘fransvaal Government against granting 
the franchise to the Uitlanders on the 
basis of a five-year residence, 

Women Appeal to the Queen. 

London, Sept. 1.-—A petition from the 
Notherlands Women’s Disarmament 
League has been presented to the Queen, 
praying her, in the name of womanhood 
and motherhood, to avoid war with tho 
Boers, and saying: ‘It would cast a 
frightful blot upon Your Majesty's most 
glorious reign.”’

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“I seized his arm and cried, ‘if the 
words repeated as yours are true, you are 
an infamous lar!’ ’” 

“I Beliove Ho Is Innocent.” 

Major Forzinetti then declared that, on 
visiting Goneral de Boisdeffre to express 
fears about the health of the prisoner, the 
General asked him his opinion of Drey: 
fus, and the Major replied: ‘‘My Gen- 
eral had you not put that question to 
me I would baye kept my counsel, but, 
since you ask my opinion, I declare I 
believe he is innocent.'’ 

The witness then recounted Colonel 
Du Paty de Clam’s theatrical devices to 
surprise Dreyfus, to which Forzinetti de- 
clined to be a party, and the Major also 
said that on one occasion, when Dreyfus 
was in a crisis of despair, he (the witness) 
remained with the prisener, consoling 
him, uatil 8 o'clock in the morning. 

Colonel Jouaust asked Major Forzinettt 
if Dreyfus ever had ideas of suicide, and 
tho witness replied that Dreyfus had ask- 
ed him for a weapon and that also, after 
his condemnation was read to him, he 
was with difficulty prevented from dash- 
ing his head against the wall. 

After the last visit of Du Paty de Clam 
to Dreyfus, continued Major Forzinetti, 
the prisoner wrote to tho Minister of 
War a letter, which concluded with the 
words: ‘‘When Iam gone let them seek 
thu culprit.’ 

Dreyfas’ Pathetic Confession. 

At the conclusion of Major Forzinetti’s 
evidence, Dreyfus, on Colonel Jouaust’s 
invitation, and after reference to the last 
Interviesy with Du Paty de Clam, said, 
looking with gratitude at the Major: 
“hore is a matter which Major Forzin- 
ettihas just recalled which has greatly 
moved me and which I wish to say to 
Whom I owe the fact that I have done 
my duty, to whom I owe having done it 
for five years after my condempation. I 
had determined to kill myself. I had 
made np wy mind not to undergo tho 
frightful torture of a soldier from whom 
they wished to tear the insignia of hon- 
or. Well, then, let me say this, that if I 
went to that torture I can say here that 
it was thanks to Madame Dreyfus, who 
showee me my duty and who told me 
that if I was innocent I ought to go to It 
for the sake of ber and our children, If I 
am here, it $a to her I owe it, my Col- 
onel.”” 

Nere Major Forzinetti said: ‘It is 
quite true. After his last Interview with 
his wife Dreyfus said: ‘For her and for 
my children I will undergo the torture 
of to-morrow.’ ”’ 

Audience Deeply Stirred. 


The declaration of Dreyfus that bis life 
wes due to his wife deeply stirrad all his 
hearers. He spoke in a broken voice, 
With emphatic gestures, swaying to and 
fro with emotion, and when ho bad 
finished he sat down abruptly, evidently 
to conceal his discomposed features from 
the gaze of tho spooctators in court, who, 
whon ho ja seated, are only able to see 
the back of his seat. Tears were glisten- 
ing in his eyes and he was clearly sup- 
pressing an outburst of sobbing. 

The session concluded with the con- 
frontetion of Captain Lebrun-Renault 
and General de Boisdeffre, the former 
oxplauining that he did not speak to 
Major Forzinetti of the Dreyfus confossion 
because he had received instructions to 
keop silent, 

Genoral de Boisdeffre denied that Major 
Forzinottl had expressed to him his con- 
viction that Dreyfus was innocent. But 
the Major maintained bis assertion, 

‘The court then adjourned until to-day.

These figures show that the population 
of Canada in 1895, the year te which Sir 
Richard refors, was 5,083,434 and in 18¢8 
5,248,315, showing the increase to have 
been but 164,850, instead of between 
300,090 and 400,000.. Had he taken for 
comparison 1896, the year he assumed 
office, the increase would have been shown 
to be less. This is but ono of his many 
fictions which may be safely left to the 
Minister of Trade and Commerce and his 
colleague, the Ministers of Customs, to 
settle which of them has made ao correct 
calculation. 

Whatever increaso of population there 
has been is the result of the discovery of 
mineral wealth in the Kootenay and Klon- 
dike districts, with which the policy of the 
Government has had as much to do as the 
rising and setting of the sun. In fact,fthe 
policy of the Government has been to re- 
tard rather than increase the flow of people 
into those sections of the Dominton, Mis- 
management of the affairs and vexatious 
regulations have had an effect upon the 
people not fully realized by those at a dia- 
tance from tho scene of action. Theso 
facta are of little consequence to the 
‘Mixer and Muddler,” who, though but a 
hamble, and secondary figure {n the 
Tarte-Laurier Cabinet, haa not lost the 
power of drawing upon his imagination 
for hie facts.

The French Way of Con- 
ducting a Trial. 


The daily incidents in the court room at 
Rennes last month were interesting enough 
to be sure ; but they were, comparatively 
epeakinz, of transientimportance. France 
ig a civilized nation with noble codes of 
Jaw and a highly trained body of lawyers. 
French trials are, however, conducted in 
such a way that many aspects of them seem 
worse than ridicullus to those accustomed 








to the methods of the United States and 
England. Thus the witnesses at the 


Dreyfus trial were in the main given 
freedom to tell what thoy knew in 
their own way, and were allowed to 
aysert their opinions, beliefs, prejudices, 
dislikes, and emotional points of view as if 
theee were really matters of ovidence. 
Under our rulings such digressions would 
be severely repressed as irrelevant. And 
yet it does not follow that our method is 
s0 superior to the French in all respevts. 
Our rules of evidence are so technical that 
it often happens that the ends of substan 
tial justice are wholly defeated because a 
really significant thing, which a witness 
would be glad to state and which would 
clear vp the caso, is ruled out. In an 
American trial the lawyers seein to 
be playing a certain kind of game, 
with the julge as umpire, under 
elaborate and extremely technical miles 
which nobody can hope altogether to un- 
derstand expect the professionals. The 
wilness must under no circumstances tell 
in hisown way what he really kuows, 
thinks, or feels about the case, but must 
answer the lawyer's questions in ways 
which do not violate the technical rules of 
evidence, In France, however, it is the 
judge, not the opposing counsel, who con- 
ducts the trial, and what the judge wanto 
of each witness is the revelacion of what- 
ever may be in that witness’ mind reepect- 
ing the subject under investigation. It 
then becomes the subsequent business of 
tho magistrate to get at such grains of legal 
evidence as may be found in the chaff of 
the witness’ rambling discourse. It would 
be a rather bold proposition to assert that 
under our American method substantial 
justice is rendored in a largor percentage 
of casea than under the French method. 
Tn the Dreyfus caso liberty allowed t» wit- 
nesses on the one side was allowed in about 
the samo measure to those on the other.—

anination ef the secret esplonage dossier 
mentioned by Captain Culgnet during 
Monday's sitting coupled tho greater 
portion of yesterday's secret session of tho 
court. When the open sossion of the 
court-martial began M, Labori prosented 
a formal application to the court for an 
ordor upon Major Carriere, tho Govrern- 
ment commissary, to requost that inter- 
ested foreign  govornments, through 
diplomatio channels, communicate to the 
court various documonts relating to the 
bordereau. 

M. Labor! explained the purposo of the 
application by oiting tho fact that tho 
court was now in an extremely delicate 
situation, and added that he had pointed 
out to Major Carriere Colonel Schwartz- 
koppen and Signor Panizzardi as wit- 
nesses he deamed necessary to summon, 
M. Labori said ho thought this step 
would worry nobody and that it was in 
conformity with precedents. 

Carrievels Reply. 

Major Carriere replied that he did not 
think the Government would ask another 
government for the rostoration of doou- 
ments, He suggested that tho defence 
should obtain and submit tho papers 
sem|-officially to the court, He saw no 
objection to hearing Colonel Schwartz- 
keppen and Signor Panizzardi if they 
consented to come, 

M. Paleologue said that while M. 
Labor's request appeared quite logical 
and just, there were diplomatic consid- 
erations which made jt inadmissible for 
the Government to take such initiative 
as was proposed by counsel for the de- 
fence, 















A Reporter's Testimony, 
Colonel Jouaust sald the court would 
decide the matter later, and meanwhile 
proceeded with the taking of evidence.

bar yesterday was the reporter, Basset, 

Whom The Matin sont to London to 

interview Major Count Ferdinand Walsin 

Fsterbazy. The witness deposed that 

Esterhazy confessed to him that he wrote 

the bordereau under orders from Colonel 

Sandherr, wko was then chief of the 

Secret Intelligence Bureau. The order, 

Estorba*y said, was to catch the traitor 

at the headquarters of the gencral staff, 
whom Esterhazy afterwards said was 
Captain Dreyfus, Major Carriere here 
burst out with an extraordinary protest 
against Major Esterbazy’s insinuations 
against Colonel Sandberr. ‘‘I protest,’’ 
he crlyd, ‘in the namie and memory of 
Colonel Sandherr against the insinuations 
introduced against him.'’ 

A Ridleulous Pretention, 

M. Labori, howoyer, ignored this pro- 
test, which he styled ‘‘a ridiculous pre- 
tention.’’ M. Labori then called npon 
General Roget to testify regarding letters 
he bad received from Major Esterhazy 
since the opening of the trial, General 
Roget yesterday looked the ghost of his 
former aotive self. His face was careworn 
and showed little of that fighting spirit 
which first characterized his appearance 
upon the stage. He reniied that he only 
opened one letter from Major Esterhazy, 
which he had forwarded to Colonel Jou- 
aust, General Roget added that he de- 
clined to receive other letters, 

The Letters Were Read. 

M. Labori then asked Colonel! Jouaust 
to have the lettors read. 

Colonel Jouaust at first declined, but 
M. Labori insisted so firmly that Colonel 
Jouaust, after wrangling awhile, gave 
way and consented that the Jetters should 
te read, Colonol Jouaust explained that 
he opposed tho reading of the letters be- 
cause they only contained personal at- 
tacks upon various parties and would 
only lead to a prolongation of the trial, 

General Roget then read the one Ester- 
hazy letter which he admitted haying 
opened. In this letter Major Esterhuzy 
said be conld not prove the existence of 
tho alleged syndicate crganized in the 
intereat of Dreyfus, ond complained that 
the general staff had refused to give him 
a fair hearing. 

M. Labori then puta series of quos- 
tions intended to bring out the fact that 
the general staff had made uso of Major 
Ksterhazy, eyon after he was known to 
be vnretlatie, Genoral Roget sald ho had 
net considered Major Esterhazy's avowals 
to be of any value,

M. Traricux said that Frenohinen might 
well dread to haye such a bloodstain 
upon their history, as the exeoution of 
Admiral Byng mars the history of Eng- 
land. M. Trarieux said that General 
Roget and Captain Cuignet were wrong 
in the conclusion that they had drawn 
from the correspondence of agents ‘‘A’? 
and 3B" that Dreyfus was guilty. He 
reiterated that the ambassador to whom 
he had previously referred had claimed 
that Major Esterbazy was the traitor;

Carriero Interrupted, 

M. Trarieux, on alluding to the bordor- 
eau, was interrupted by Major Carriere, 
who said that while he opposed direct 
official application to foreign govern- 
ments, yet, if bya side wind the doou- 
ments mentioned in the bordereau could 
be procured, he certainly would be per- 
sonaily much pleased.

Tho Veldt is not yet inconditron for war 
operations, ‘To seize it would assure the 
Boers possession of Laing’s Nek, and 
compel tha British to do 20 miles of 
fighting over rough country, poouliarly 
sulted to Boer tactics, beforo they could 
begin tho first real action, The War 
Office wants waking up."’ 

Kruger'a Dilatory Tactics. 

The Limes, which comments editorial- 
ly this morning upon the gravity of the 
situation that necessitates a Cabinet 
Council at such an unusual period, says: 
It would be unpardonable folly to shut 
our oyes to tho suspicious dilatory char- 
acter of Kruger’s diplomacy, ond to the 
energy with which be is simultanecusly 
preparing for war. It 1s well known that 
Gon. Sir Henry Redvers Buller bas been 
seleoted to command the British forces, 
should war unfortunately come, but it is 
the clear duty of the Government to take 
other steps besides the choice of a com- 
mander. 

Afvikandors Will Not Help Kruger. 


Cape Town, Sept, 6.—It is reported 
that the Hon. J. H. Hofmeyer, the Afri- 
kander leader, has telegraphed President 
Kruger that he cannot expect help from 
the Cape Colony in the event of hostili- 
ties. 2 

The excitement in Cape Town is at 
fever heat. Every edition of the papers is 
eagerly snapped up, the general feeling 
being that war is not far distant. It is 
impossible, however, to ignore the exist- 
ence of sharp divisions among the colon- 
ists for and against the Vransvaal. The 
newspapers protest vigorously xggainst 
the delay, 

Pressuro for Peace. 

The latest information is that, owing 
to pressure brought to bear by leading 
Afrikanders here, the Transyasl Goyern- 
ment will probably agroe to the proposed 
confersnce, Offivinl reports are being 
received that the natives in the colony 
and the varies territories are restless, 

Safeguarding Telegrams, 

Arrangements are being comploted for 
safeguarding telegraphic communication 
with the Cape in case of war between 
Great Britain and the Transvaal. Refu- 
gees to tha number of 147 have arrived 
here. A million cartridges have beon for- 
warded to Pietermaritzburg, capital of 
the British territory of Natal. Many 
Dutch farmers are leaving Bechuanaland 
for the purpose of forming a Jaagor across 
the frontier, 

Troops on the Border. 

Protoria, Sept, 6.—Tho Volksraad yos- 
terday accepted Mr, Coester’s motion to 
fix the debates to grow out of the inter- 
pellation of the Government as to the 
assembling of British troops slong the 
Transvaal borders for Thursday next. In 
presenting his motion, Mr, Cooster re- 
ferred to “‘the Jameson raid and other 
outragos and murders committed by Brit- 
ish troops,’’ as leading bim to distrust 
the present concentration. He declares 
that the convention of 1884 did not con- 
tain the suzerainty stipulation, and he 
maintained that Mr. Chamberlain had 
broken that conyer.tion by Interfering in

Tho Elsteddfodam are held alternately 
in the North and South of Wales, and 
this year it was held in Cathay’s Park at 
Cardiff. There was an innovation this 
year, delegates coming from Brittany, 
wearing the picturesque Breton costume, 
and other Celtic representatives, in the 
delegates from Scotland, wearing the 
Highland dress, Thousands of persons 
Witnessed the ceremonies of the Gorsedd 
on‘the firat morning, There was tho outer 
oirole of red Radyr stones, 12 in number, 
{n honor of the Apostles, as some think, 
each draped in the Gorsoddic colors, 
white, blue and green, In the centre was 
placed the ‘‘Maen Llog,’’ or sacred stone, 
symbolizing the whole earth, and ropre- 
senting the top slab of the cromlech, 
Here, robed in his garments of spotless 
white, stood the venerable figure of 
“‘Hwfa Mon," the Archdruid, wearing 
the breastplate of gold and the wreath of 
oak leaves; surrounding him were bis 
fellow: Druids, bards and ovates, clad in 
their respective robes of white, blue and 
green, and in the background was the 
grove sacred to the Druids of old. There 
swere pennillion sung, as there have been 
since the days of the fourth century, and 
the presentation of ‘'Hirlals Horn’’ was 
wade, snd another quaint feature was the 
offering to ‘‘Hwfa Mon’? of the horn fill- 
ed with ‘“mead” by one of the lady 
oyates, 

The presence otf the Breton delegates 
Suggested a protty ceremony. The halves 
of two swords, a Welsh anda Breton 
sword, were held aloft by the Archdruid, 
thé parts placed together and tied at the 
handles with white, blue and green rib- 
bons by one of the ladies, This was call- 
ed_the eeromony of ‘‘the united sword,’’ 
aid was suggestive of the time When the 
various Gaelic peoples were one ‘The 
name of the Archdruid is the Rey. J. 
Williams, and he 1s Welsh Congregatianal 
minister at Llangollen. 2 

Tn these tourneys of sang and poetry 
the fact is nevor lost sight of that each 
ceremany is for the purpose of keeping 
alive the interest in the Gaclic language 
and perpetuating tho memory of the 
wnolent Welsh customs. The Catholic 

riest and the Anglican pastor are for the 

imo being eager learners in the school of 
the Celt. The Welsh language is not a 
simple patois, abandoned to the inforlor 
classes. The samo right 1s claimed for it 
as for the English, and perhaps the fact 
that it is maintained so yell in the mids6 
of the Knglish-speaking masses is due to 
the Kisteddfod. The ancient rites of tho 
Druids are by the people, although tho 
Druidism of to-day is Christianity, but 
they love to guard the archaic formula 
snd ceremonial, and to unite Welshmen 
of every creed in one ardent cult of the 
old Celtic fatherland.

Professor Heine of the Zurich universi- 
ty, an indefatigable mountain climber, 
had the experience of a fall into a steep 
abyss. He was rescued by what seemed 
to be a miracle, and he immediately set 
to work to gather the experiences of oth- 
ers who hau been in the same position. 
They all agreed. 

"What I felt in the few seconds of my 
fall,” says Professor Heine, “would take 
hours to relate. All taoughts and mind 
pictures were of a marvelous distinctness 
and clearness. A long train of means to 
break the tremendous rush of the fall 
occurred to me first, and next there pass- 
ed before my mind all the events of my 
life, realistic as in a kinetoscope,”’ 

Whymper, an English Alpine tourist of 
renown, fell from a height of over 200 
fect. “I was perfectly conscious of what 
happened to me,” he states, “and I count 
ed every jolt I got from protruding cliffs, 
but, like a chloroformed patient, I felt no 
pain. Each repeated jolt of course was 
greater than tne preceding one, ard I re- 
member quite well how I calculated that 
if the next jolt should be still more se- 
yere the end would come. But the most 
wonderful experience was that in this 
tremendous rush ‘through space the air 
pressure, which must Lave been terrible, 
was not at all disagreeable.’ 

Admiral Beaufort of the British navy 
relates what he felt when he once fell 
overboard. “Irom the moment my ef- 
forts to save myself ceased,” he said, 
“the awful thought of death passed away 
like magic and gave place to perfect res 
This was apathy, pure and simple, and 
not resignation, for it never occurre: 
me that drowning was a misfortune. I 
did not think of rescue, and yet I did not 
suffer. On the contrary, my sensations 
were rather pleasant. 

Darwin, who as a competent observer 
has few peers if any, relates that he once 
fell from a garden wall only seven or 
eight feet high, and he that a repro- 
duction of the thoughts ich passed his 
tind in the brief moment of the fall 
would fill a volume, 

If these phenomena of panoramic views 
of pnst life are closer examined, the 
Trench scientists say, the conclusion is 
irresistible that the yvislons are limited to 
a few scenes which are Inter on enlarged 
by the imagination.

Vio ent Speeches. 

Mr. Coetzer and other members then 
made yiolent speeches, declaring that 
they could not understand Sir Alfred 
Milner's reply, since the ‘I'ransvaal had 
never threutened the English colonies. 
“Tce is time,’’ exclaimed Mr. Coetzer, 
“forthe ‘Transvaal also to prepare for 
eventnalitios,* 

One soember said: ‘‘England’s action 
is like putting a revolver into a man’s 
faco."’ 

Another concluded a warlike barangue 
in tais strain: “It is time to send our 
burghors to the borders to ask the troops 
Wut they want. Tho fire is bound ta 
start So let them light it and allow it to 
burn ont quickly. War is better than 
this state of affairs. Business is ruined 
and the public treasury is drying up. 
Chamberlain is trying to ruin the coun- 
try.” 

‘These speeches, and others attacking 
Ceoil Rhodes, were loudly applauded by 
the House and public, 

Like « Declaration of War. 

The debate continued throughout the 
afternoon, Mr, 'osen, who declared that 
Sir Alfred Milner's reply was tantamount 
to a declaration of war, read a telegram 
from the fleld colonel of the Pettretist 
distriot stating that the people there 
would rise in rebellion if the President 
went to another conference, The chair-

that the Jameson raiders ougbt to have 
been hanged. 

Mr, J. F. Wolmarans, one of the two 
non-official members of the Executive 
Council, counseled prudence and caution. 
He said it would be for the Raad to de- 
cide whether the Republic should concede 
further negotiation or not. 

Kruger Speaks, 

President Kruger, rising, sald: ‘Tho 
aliens have been offered equal rights with 
the burghers, but have refused them. Mr. 
Chamberlain is striving to get a franchise 
which the Ultlanders do not want, but 
what he really desires is possession ot the 
Tiansvanal, The burghers are willing to 
concede muoh for the sake of peace, but 
will never sacrifice their independence."’ 

After eulogizing Mr. Gladstone's action 
of retrocession in 1881, asa noble deed, 
President Kroger said that, if it now 
came to fighting, the Almighty would be 
tho arbitrator. He urged the members of 
the Raad to show moderation, reminding 
thom that the reply from Mr. Chamber- 
Jain was en routs, and pointing out that 
if tho proposal for a commission was 
agreed to, the Republic would send dele- 
gates to further disouss matters, and, if 
possible, to make peace.

REV. DR. TALMAGE’S DISCOURSE ON 
THE SERVICE*OF SONG. 





PROPER MUSIC FOR A CHURCH,

Washington, Sept. 8.—Rev. Dr. Tal- 
mage took for his text this morning 
Nehemiah vii, 67; “And they had two 
hundred forsy and five singing men and 
ainging women.”’ He said: 

Tho best mnsio has b2en rendered under 
trouble, ‘The firat duet that I know any- 
ching of was giyen by Paul and Silas 
when they sang praises to God and the 
prisoners heard them, ‘I'he Scotch Cov- 
ananters, hounded by the dogs of perseou- 
tion, sang the psalms of David with more 
spirit than they have ever since been 
rendered, The captives in the text nad 
musio ioft In them, and I declare that if 
-hey could find, amid all their trials, two 
hundred and forty and five singing men 
and singing women then in this day of 
gospel sunlight and free from all perse- 
culion thero ought to bea great multitude 
of rep and women willing to sing the 
praises of God. All our churches need 
arousal on this subject. Those who can 
aing must throw their souls into the ex- 
ercise, and those who cannot sing must 
Jearn how, and it shall be heart to heart, 
voice to voice, hymn to hymn, anthem 
tonsuthem, and {he musio shall swell 
jubilant with thanksgiving and tremul- 
ous with pardon, 

Have you ever noticed the construction 
of the human throat as indicative of 
What God means us to do with it? In 
only an ordinary throat and lungs there 
aro 14 direct musoles and 80 indireot 
muscles that can produce a very great 
variety of sounds, What does that mean? 
Tt sneans that you should sing! Do you 
suppose that God, who gives ts such a 
musical instrument as that, intends us 
to keep it shut? Suppose some great 
tyrant should get possession of the musi-_ 
cal instruments of the world and should 
lock up the organ of Westminster Abbey, 
and the organ of Lucerne, and tbe organ 
at Hasrlem, and the organ at Freiburg, 
and all the other great musical instru- 
ments of the world, You would call such 
4 man as that a monster, and yet you 
are more wicked if, with the human 
yolce, & musical instrument of more 
wonderful adaptation than all the musi- 
cal instruments that man ever created, 
you shut it against the praise of God, 

Let those refuse to sing 
Who never knew our God, 

But children of the heavenly King 
Should speak their joys abroad. 

Muslo seems to have been born in the 
soul of the natural world. The omnipo- 
tont yoice with which God commanded 
the world into being seems to linger yet 
with its majesty and sweetness, and you 
hear it in the grainfleld, in the swoop of 
the wind amid the mountain fastnesses, 
in the canary's warble and the thunder 
shock, in the brook’s tinkle and the 
ocean's paean. There are soft cadences in 
nature and loud notes, some of which we 
cannot hear at 4)] and others that are so 
terrific that we cannot appreciate them. 

The animaloulse have thelr musto, and 
the sploula of hay and the globule of 
water are a3 certainly resonant with the 
yolce of God as the highest heavens in 
which the armies of the redeemed cele- 
brate their victories. When the breath of 
the flower strikes the alr, and the wing 
of the firefly cleaves it, thore 1s sound and 
there is melody; and as to those utter- 
ances of nature which seem harsh and 
overwhelming, it Is as when you stand 
in tho midst of s great orchestra, and the 
sound almost rends your ear because you 
are too near to catoh the blending of the 
music. So, my friends, we stand too near 
the desolating storm and the frightful 
whirlwind to catoh the blending of the 
musio, but when that musio rises to 
where God js, ond the invisible beings 
who float above us, then I suppose the 
harmony is a4 awoet as It ls tromondous, 
In the judgment day, that day of tumuit 
ond terror, there will bo no dissonance 
to those who can appreciate the muslo, 
It will bo o8 when somotimes a groat 
organist, In oxvouting some great piece, 
breaks down tho instrument upon which 
ho ia playing the muslo. So, whon the 
great. maroh of the judgmont day te 
playod under the hand of carthquake, 
ond storm and conflagration, the world 
itwelf will break down with the muslo 
that {# played on tt. The fact 1s, wo are 
oll deaf, or we shouldfunderstand that 
the whole universe Js but ono harmony— 
tho stara of the night only the ivory koya 
of o groat Instrument on which God's 
fingors play tho muvsio of the spheres, 

Music seoms dependent on tho law of 
aconstios and mathomatios, and ye 
whore these laws are not understood at 
all the art ja practiced, There nro to-day 
600 musical journals in Obina, Two

Plato and Aristotle intro 
tiueed it into thelr 8 ls, but I have 
not much Intorest In that. My objet in 
toreat ia In tho music of tho Bible 


Tho Bible, Hke o great barp with 
Innomoerable strings, swept by the fingers 
of {napiration, trembles with 1. So far 
back as the fourth chaptor of Genesis 
you find the firat organist and barpor— 
Jubal far back a8 tho thirty-flrat 
ebapter of Genosis you will find the first 
choir. All up and down the Biblo you 
find sacred musio—nat weddings, at inau 
gurations, at the treading of the wine 
preas. ‘tho Hebrews understood how to 
make musical signa above the musical 
text. Whon the Jews came from their 
distant homes to tho ¢ 6 fustivals at 
Jorusalom, they brought harp and timbrel 
and trumpet and poured slong the great 
Judacan nighways o river of harmony 
until in ond around the temple the 
wealth of a nation’s song and gladness 
hadaccumulated. In our day we hayo o 
division of labor in music, and we have 
one man to make the hymn, another 
man to mako the tune, another man to 
play it on the plano and another man to 
sing 1t. Not so in Bible times. Miriam 
the sistor of Mogos, after tho passago of 
tho Red $ composed a doxology, seb It 
to musio, clapped it on a cymbal and at 
tho fame time sang it. David, the paalm- 
st, Was at tho same time poct, musioal 
composer, harplsh and singer, and the 
majority of hia rhythm goes vibrating 
throngh all the ages, 

There wore in Bible times stringed In- 
atrumonts—a harp of threo strings played 
by fret and bow, a harp of ten strings 
rosounding only to the fingers of tho per- 
former, Thon there was tho crooked 
trumpot, fashioned out of the horn of the 
ox or the ram. Thon there were the 
sistrum and tho cymbals, clapped in 
the cance or beaten in tho march. There 
wero 4,00) Levites, the bost men of the 
country, whose only business 16 was to 
look after the musio of the templo. 

These 4,000 Leyitea were divided into 
two classes and offlolated on different 
days. Can you imagine the harmony 
when these white robed Levites, before 
the symbols of God's presance and by the 
smoking altars anil the candlosticks that 
sprang upward and branched ont like 
trees of gold and under tho wings of the 
cherubim, chanted the One Hundred and 
Vhirty-sixth Psalm of David? Do you 
know how it was done? One part of that 
great choir stood up and chanted, Oh, 
give thanks unto the Lord, for he is 
good!’ Then the other part of the choir, 
standing in some other part of the tem- 
ple, would come in with the response, 
**¥or his mercy endureth forever.'’ Thon 
the first part would take up the sonz 
again and say, ‘Unto him who only 
doeth great wonders.'’ The other part of 















the choir would come in with ovor- 
whelming response. ‘For his meres 
ondareth foraver,’’ until in the latte 


part of tho song, the music floating 
ward and forward, harmony grap 
with harmony, every truropet sounding, 
one part of this 
great whito robed choir would lift the 
anthom, ‘Oh, give thanks unto the Go! 
of heayen!'’ and the other part of the 
Levite choir would come in with the 
response, ‘‘For his mercy endureth for- 
ever.” 

But I am glad to know that all 
through the agea there has beon great 
attention paid to sacred music, Ambros- 
jus, Augustine, Gregory the Great, Char- 
lomagne, gave it thelr mighty influence, 
and in our day the best musical genius 
ia throwing itself on the altars of God. 
Handel and Mozart and Bach and Dur- 
ante and Wolf and scores of other men 
and women bave given tho best part of 
their genius to church music. A trath in 
words {fs not half so mighty asa truth in 
song. Luther's sermons have been for- 
gotten, but the ‘Judgment Hymn" ho 
composed i3 resounding yet all through 
Christendom. 

I congratulate the world and ths 
church on the advancement made in this 
art—the Edinburgh societies for the im- 
provement of music, the Swiss singing 
societies, the Exeter Hall concerts, the 
triennial musical convocation at Dussel- 
dorf, Germany, and Birmingham, Kng- 
land, the controversies of music at 
Munich and Leipsic, the Handel and 
Haydn and Harmonic and Mozart sooiv- 
ties of this country, the academies of 
music in New York, Brooklyn, Boston, 
Charleston, New Orleans, Chicago and 
every city which has any enterprise 

Now, my friends, how are we to decide 
what {3 appropriate, eapecia'ly for oburch 
music? There may be a great many 
differences of opinion. In some of the 
cburches they prefer a trained choir; in 
others they prefer the meloleon, the 
harp, the cornet, the organ; in other 
places they think these things are the 
invention of the devil. Some would kaye 
a musical instrument played so loud you 
vannot stand it, and others would have 
it played so soft you cannot hear it. 
Some think a musical instrument ought 
to be played only in the interstices of 
worship, and then with indosoribable 
softness, while others are not satisfled 
unless there be startling contrasts and 
staccato passages that make the audience 
jump, with great eyes and hair on end,

But, while there may be great varioties 
of opinion in regard to music, it seems to 
me that the general spirit of the word of 
God indJoates what ought to be the great 
characteristics of church musio. 

And I remark, in tho first place, a 
prominent characteristic ought to be 
adaptiveness to devotion. Music that may 
be appropriate for a concert hall, or the 
opera house, or the drawing room, may 
be inappropriate in church Glees, 
madrigals, ballads, may be as innocent 
as psalms in thelr places. But church 
music bas only one design, and that Is 
devotion, and that which comes with tho 
toss, the swing and the display of an 
opera house ism hindrance to the wor- 
ship. From such performances we go 
away saying: ‘‘Winst splendid excoution! 
Did you ever hear such a soprano? Which 
of theso solos did you like tho bettor?”’ 
When, if we bad boon rightly wrought 
upon, we would have gone away saying: 
“Ob, bow my soul was lifted up in the 
presonce of God while they were singing 
that_firat lrynin! I never had such rap*tur 
ous views of Jeaua Christ as my Saviour 
ns whon they wero singing thao lust 
doxology.”’ 

My friends, there is an ovorlasting 
distinction between masic oa an art and 
music ayo help to devotion. Though o 
Schumann composed it, though a Mozart 
played it, though u Sontag sang It, away 
with it if it does not make the heart bot 
tor and honor Chriat. Why should wo 
rob tho programmes of worldly gayety 
when wo bayo s0 many Appropriate songr 
aud tunes composed In our own day, ne 
wWoll a4 that magnificont inkoritance of 
churoh paalmody which haa come down 
fragrant with tho devotions of other gon 
erationa—tunos no more worn out than 
they wore whon our groat-grandfathers 
climbed up on them from the church pow 



















to glory? Dear old souls, how they used 
to sing! Whon they wero cheerfol, our 
grandfathers and grandmotnera used to 
alng ‘*Colohoster.'’ Whon thoy wore 
moditative, then the boardod meoting 
house rang with “South Street’? and 
“St. Edmund's." Woro thoy straok 
through with ¢ tondornoas, they 
sang ‘* Woodstock Woro thoy wrappod 
in visions of tho glory of tho church, 
they sang ‘‘Zlon."’ Wore thoy overbornt 
with tho love and glory of ¢ at, they 
sang “‘Ariel.!" And in thos ya thoro 
were oortain tunes marrle to cortaln 
hymna, and thoy have lyod in pesou a 
“roat whilo, these two old people, and

4s no deyotion ina howlor a yelp. In 
this day, when there are so many oppor- 
tunities of high culture in this sacred 
art, I declare that those parents are 
guilty of neglect who let their sons and 
danghters grow up knowing nothing 
about music. In some of the Kuropean 
cathedrals the choir assembles every morn- 
ing and every afternoon of every day tho 
wholo year to perfect themselves in this 


art, and phalt we begrudge the half honr 
We spend Friday nights in the renearsat 


of sacred song for the Sabbath? 

Another characteristic mnst he spirit 
and life. Music ought to rush from the 
audience like the water from a 100ok— 
clear, bright, sparkling. If all the other 

art of the church service is dull, do net 
have the music dul. With so many 
thrilling things to sing about, away with 
all drawling and stupidity. There is 
nothing that makes me so nervous as to 
sit ina falb and look off on an audi. 
ence with their eyes three-fourths closed, 
and their lips almost shut, mumbling 
the praises of God. Wuring one of my 
journeys I preached to an audience of 
2,C00 or 3,000 people, and a)l the music 
they made together did not equal one 
skylark! People do not sleep at a corona- 
tion; do not let us sleep when we come 
to a Saviour's crowning. 

In order to a proper discharge of this 
duty, let us stand up, save as age or 
weakness or fatigue excuses us, Seated 
in an easy pew we cannot do this duty 
half so well as when upright we throw 
our whole body into it, Let our song be 
ljke an acclamation of victory. You baye 
aright to sing—do not surrender your 
prerogative. If in the performance of 
your duty, or the attempt at it, you 
should loso your place in the musical 
scale and be one C below when you 
ought to be one C above, or you should 
come in half a bar behind, we will ex- 
cuse you! Still, it is better to do as Panl 
says and sing ‘with {the spirit and the 
understanding also.’’ 

Again, I remark church music must be 
congregational. This opportunity must 
be brought down within the range of 
the whole audience. A song that tbe 
worshippers cannot sing is of no moro 
use to them than a sermon in Choctaw, 
What an easy kind of church it must bo 
where the minister does all the preaching 
and the elders all the praying and the 
choir all the singing! There are but very 
few churches where there are ‘‘two hun- 
dred and forty and five singing men and 
singing women."’ In some churches it 1s 
almost considered a disturbance if 4 man 
let out his voice to full compass, and the 
people get up on tiptce and look over 
between the spring bats and wonder 
what that man is making all that noise 
about, In Syracuse in uw Presbyterian 
ohurch there was one member who came 
to me when | was the pastor of another 
church in that city and told me his 
trouble, how that as ho persisted in sing- 
ing on the Sabbath day a committee, 
made up of the session of the choir, had 
come to ask him if he would not just 
please to keep still! You have a right to 
sing.

Campbellford Herald :—We learn from 


& private source that the C.P.R, may at no 
distant day provide Campbellford with 


additional railway accommodation inde- 
pendent of the old proposed; O. N. & P.

LIGHTNING HOLES. 




















How the Diameter of a Lightning 
Flash Is Ancertained. 

“Did you ever see the diameter of a 
lightning flash measured?” asked a geolo- 
gist. “Well, here is the case which once 
inclosed a flash of lightning, fitting it ex- 
actly, so that you can see just how big 
it was. This is called a ‘fulgurite,’ or 
‘lightning hole,’ and the material it is 
made of is glass, I will tell you how it 
was manufactured, though it only took a 
fraction of a second to turn it out. } : 

“When a bolt of lightning strikes a bed ( 
of sand, it plunges downward into the 
sand for a distance less or greater, trans- 
forming simultaneously into glass the 
silica in the material through which it 
passes. Thus by its great heat it forms a 
glass tube of precisely its own size. Now 
and then such a tube known as ‘fulgu- 
rite’ Is found and dug up. Fulgurites 77 
haye been followed ipto the sand by ex- 
cayation for nearly 80 feet. They vary 
in interior diameter from the size of a 
quill to three inches or more, according to 
the ‘bore’ of the flash. 

“But fulgurites are not alone produced 
in sand. They are found also in solid 
rock, though very naturally of slight 
depth, and frequently existing merely as 
a thin, glassy coating on the surface. 
Such fulgurites occur in astonishing 
abundance on the summit of Little Hi Pas 
rat, in Armenia, The rock is soft and so 
porous that blocks a foot long can be 
obtained and perforated in all directions 
by little tubes filled with bottle green 
glass formed from the fused rock, There 
is a small specimen in the National muse- 
um which has the appearance of haying 
been bored by the teredo, and the holes 
made by the worm subsequently filled |. 
with glass. 

“Some wonderful fulgurites were found 
by Humboldt on the high Nevada de To- |; 
luca, in Mexico, Masses of the rock were 
covered with a thin layer of green glass, 
Its peculiar shimmer in the sun led Hum- 
boldt to a nd the precipitous peak at 
the risk of his life.”_

Dreyfus yesterday appeared cheerful, 
and smiled as he sho>k hands with his 
counsel, Dreyfus lstened to the oration 
of M, Demange with a mark of impassi- 
bility resembling his frozen attitude 
during the first days of the trial. -What- 
ever the prisoner's feelings were, os he 
heard M, Demange pleading for his lib- 

erty, he carefully concealed them, 

Domange Spoke Till One o'Clock, 

M. Demange was still speaking at 1 
o'clock, and he announced that he would 
need another two hours and a half to 
finish his plea, so the court adjourned 
until 7.80 this morning. 

Dieyfus Will Le Condemned. 

The announcement was made yester- 
day afternoon that the verdict of the 
court-martial will be rendered to-day. 
Maitre Labori foregoes the right to speak 
for the defence, in order not to irritate 
the judges, thus allowing M. Demange to 
leave the best impression, The court 
therefore will deliberate on the conclu- 
sion of M, Demange's speech and the 
judgment will probatly be delivered 
before noon, There was nearly a universal 
feoling last oyening that Dreyfus will be 
condemned, 

Max Regis, Jew-Baliter, in Town,

Amla intense silence and the cynosure 
of every eye, Maitre Demange shortly 
after the opening of the proceedings of 
the Dreyfus court-martial yesterday, rose 
to make the speech for the defence. His 
opening remark seemed to meet with ap- 
proval, 

“However solemn,’’ he declared, ‘‘the 
occasion may be, I mst at the outset 
protest with all my soul against the alle- 
gation which one of the witnesses did 
not shrink from uttering. This witness 
did not hesitate to declare that whoever 
advocated the revision of this case, that 
is to say, whoever bellevea in the inno- 
cence of Dreyfus, was working against 
the army and against the country. I here 
declare that he does not know me, and 
that he does not know Maitre Labori. 
Neither Labori nor myself would bo here 
if these statements were true. 

Dreyfus a Martyr. 

“Let me tell you simply this: The day 
on which, amid the shock of furious poll- 
tical passions, I saw let loose over our ~ 
country this tempest of madness, when I

M. Demange then protested against tho 
suggestion that it had been attempted to 
put Ksterhazy on trial, explaining that 
all the defence desired was that tho inna- 
cence of Droyfus should appear dazzling 
ana complete, and that the court-raartial 
should proclaim it. Counsel was satisfied 
that the judges of 1894 were honest, like 
the present judges. But, if the former 
had seen Esterbazy's handwriting, they 
would have pronounced a different 
verdiot. 

Counsel then entered into details, doal- 
ing with the information collected regard- 
ing the prisoner in 1894. He said: ‘The 
only real information 1s that found in the 
cries from his soul. HKven before his von- 
viction, what was his first ory? ‘I will 
not take my life, because I am inno 
cent.’ '' 





A Pathetic Ploture, 
M. Demange dilated upon the prison- 
er's increasing protestations of innocence 


and his touching letters to his family, 
exclaiming: ‘‘In them you see his soul 
which speaks. Alone in his tomb he 
communes with himself. He cherishes 
the hope of seeing his innocence acknowl: 
edgel."’ Among the letters of Dreyfus 
read by M. Demange was one in which, 
after asserting his innocence and declar 
ing he always served the tri-color flag 
with devotion and honor, the prisoner 
complained that he was treated op 
Devil's Island like an ordinary convict 
1t concludes: ‘'I wish to live,"’ 

“That is a soldier's soul,"’ exclaimed 
M. Demange, and it is that man you cal) 
4 traitor, That is the man who, in your 
presence, restrains his sobs and emotions 

“Ah, gentlemen, I would rather de 
fend guilty men who sre clever dissom 
blers, than an innocent man who 1s toe 
sincere.’’ 





Othor Letters Read, 

Other letters of the prisoner were read 
all breathing the same desire to live tc 
soe his honor restored, though the write: 
was broken down in health and apirit. 
One letter, written in 1507, appeals tc 
General de Boisdeffre to lend his gener 
ous aid in securing for the writer restora: 
tion of his liberty, of which he had been 
robbed, Writing to his brother, the pri 
soner said: ‘‘While one or more soound: 
rels are walking freo, it would be a happy 
release for me to die, but it would bee 
disgrace to Lucille and my ohildren."’ 

The letter continues, urging his brother 
to find the oulprits, while carefully pro- 
tecting the interests of the country. 

The Cry ef an Innocent Man, 


“Ts not that the cry of an innocent 
man?" asked M. Demange, adding, 
‘Yet, though General de Bolsceffre re- 
celved the letter, he did not 1orward it te 
Matthieu Dreyfus, Five Ministers of War 
pronounced Dreyfus guilty, while aamit- 
ing it was impossible to procure proofs. 
General de Boisdeffre, General Gonge and 
General Roget also affirmed their belle! 
in his guilt, But, bappily, they stated 
reasons and, instead of proofs, only 
accumulated presumptions." 

The Confessions, 

Dealing next with the confessions, 
counsel read the repert of Captain 
Lebrun-Renault of the Republican Guard, 
who had the prisoner in custody previous 
to his degradation, and maintained that 
the exact words of Dreyfus, which were 
now known, only reflected the ideas Col- 
onel Paty de Clam had previously ex- 
pressed to the prisoner, adding that, 
although Du Paty de Clam maintained 
the contrary, it was certain that imagina- 
tion had played a much greater part than 
reason in the acts of Du Paty de Clam.

The Secret Dossier, 

Proceeding to discuss the seoret dosalor, 
M. Domange examined the dooumonts 
one after the other. Ho said that all in 
terpretationa of the doouments commeno 
ing ‘doubts, proofs,’’ were hypothotical, 
but they applicd much more easily to 
Keterhazy than to Dreyfus It was so 
with the othor documents. No credence 
could be attached to some of the docu 
ments, while otners wholly unapplied té 
tho prisoner. He dealt with the Schwartz 
koppen and Panizzardi letters, and from 
them he concluded that statements of 
the military attachos that they had no 
relations with Dreyfus had been confirm 
ed by the statements of the Minister in 
the Relchstag, who could not have been 
deceived by his attache at Paris, ‘‘I have 
finished,"* sald M, Demange, ‘my exam 
ination of the secret dossier, All France 
knows the worthleasness of its contents. 
Yoo it is owing to it that the country 
has beon distracted for months, and if 
has beon thought that there were doou- 
ments and proofs in it which might 
bring France to blows with a neighbor 
ing power. You are now acquainted with 
it. ‘Iho secret dossier has been exploded, 
You will pardon me the loss of time J 
have imposed on you. I will now take ur 
the oircumstantial evidence.'’ 


The 1894 Evidence. 


A brief adjournment of the court was 
here announced. Counsel was warmly 





applauded as he took his seat. On the

OMice employe informed hin that Droy- 
fus was the culprit, M. Demange then 
showed the omptiness of the gambling 
and Itbertine charges against the prisoner, 
and said tho simplest actions of Dreyfus 
Were misconstrued, oven his legitimate 
desire to obtain knowledge being imputed 
444 crime. Could a spy have maintained 
the haughty demeanor Dreyfus always 
showed toward his comrades? 





Narrowed Down to the Bordsreau, 
After demonstrating the inant 
falsity of the evidence of M, de ols 
pairo's witnesses, Mulor, Dubreuil, Villon 
and Coernsuschi, counsel said the only 
proof left was the bordereau. Who could 
bave sont it? Who wrote it? Complete 
light could only be shed on it by the pro- 
duotion of the notes enumerated in the 
bordereau. M. Domange added: ‘You 
will find this phrase in the mouth of o 
Witnoss entitled to your entire respect, 
and it is upon the strength of such o 
statemont that Dreyfua is to be proved 
guilty, I will not attempt to obtain such 
light on the documents, but since dheor- 
jes have been promulgated I will suggest 
one, I will seek to show that you must 
put aside even the technical value of the 
bordereau, and the last effort of the 
Prosecution. I will seek to combat the 
circumstantial evidence it has invoked.

London, Sept. 9.—Tho Cabinet Council 
hore yesterday attracted greater public 
interest than any mooting of the Minla 
ters for years past. ‘ho war spirit was 
evident on all sides, and the generals 
were enthusiastically ohecred as they ap 
peared, the crowd evidently understand- 
ing that thoy had been summoned to be 
in readiness in the event of the Ministers 
wishing tholr advioo. 

Mr. Chamberlain the First. 

Mr. Josoph Chamberlain, the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, and the Karl 
of Selborne, the Under Secretary, were 
the first arrivals, and wore followed by 
Field Marshal Lord Wolseley, the Com- 
mandor-in-Chief of the army, and Gen 
eral Sir Redvers Buller, who, it is sald, 
will have the fleld command In the event 
of a war with the Transvaal, and Gon 
oral Sir Evelyn Wood, Adjutant-General 
of the forces. 





Cheers for Sullabary, 

The arrival of Lord Salisbury, the 
Premier, waa the signal for tremendous 
cbooring. Next came the Duke of Deven- 
shire, the Lord President of the Council; 
Right Hon. Henry Chaplin, the president 
of tho Local Government Board; and the 
Karl of Halsbury, the Lord High Chan- 
collor, who passed unnoticed As show- 
ing the importance of the meeting of the 
Council, Under-Seoretaries Wyndham of 
the War Department and Broderick of 
the Foreign Office wero summoned to 
attend. By 1 o'clock all the Cabinet 
Ministers were present. 

Virat News of a Decision. 

It was first reported that Mr. A. J. 
Balfour, the First Lord of the Treasury, 
would not agree with some of his col- 
leagues in the Cabinet, and there was 
some talk of a split. The first indloation 
of the possible decision of the Cabinet 
came from the Stock Exchango, where 
the tone recovered on the report that the 
Ministers had decided not to send an 
ultimatum to the Governmont of the 
Transvaal, but to insist that the Trans- 
vaal must agree to a conference at Caps 
Town. 

Must Have Patlonce. 

The Cabinet Council was concluded at 
8 pm, A reporter of the Associated Press 
asked the president of the Board of Agri 
culture, the Right Hon. Walter Long, if 
any conclusion had been reached. He 
sajd: ‘‘All I can say is that we must 
have patience.’’ 

No Ultimatum Reached, 

The Ministers came out arm-in-arm, 
laughing and chatting, greatly contrast- 
ing with the manner in which they went 
in. Lord Salisbury again received an ova- 
tion. Although the Foreign Offico bas 
not given out an official statement, the 
general impression was that no ultima- 
tum would be gent to the Transvaal at 
present, and that ao time limit was placed 
for a conference at Capo Town, 

They Took It Kusy. 

‘The Council was marked by absolute 
unanimity, and, inspite of a lack of 
offoial information, and the presence of 
much eorroborative evidence that the 
situation is scarcely less strained, there 
is no sign of any intention to convene 
Parliament, and no immediate necessity 
exists to call out the reserves, It is prob- 
able, however, that the appeals from the 
Government of Natal will result in the 
despatch of a large body of troops from 
England and India to Natal and Cape 
Colony. 

Indian Troops Ordered Out, 

Bombay, Sept. 9.—The Nineteenth 
Hussars and the Twenty-First Field Bat- 
tery of Artillery have been ordered to 
leave Secunderabad for the Transvaal 
Sept. 18, 

Wears a More Peaceful Aspect. 

London, Sepi. 9 —The Anglo-Tranaynal 
situation wears to-day a mors peaceful 
aspect. The Associated Press accounts of 
the action taken at the Cabinet Counoil 
yesterday (Friday) are confirmed from 
the best sources of information, 7 

In addition te the troops from India, a 
brigade of four battalions of infantry is 
under orders to start for South Africa 
immediately, one from home und three 
from the Mediterranean Sea. 

The sailing of the Castle Liner Harlech 
Castle bas been cancelled, and the steamer 
will possibly be employed to transport 
tho troops. 

Sullabury's Moderating Influence. 

The Daily Chronicle avers that Lord 
Salisbury’s moderating influence was felt 
throughout the Council, Tbis is exceed- 
ingly probable, but in any case the Cabl- 
net was unanimously in favor of Mr. 
Chamberlain sending a strong deapatch 
demanding a categorical answer to the 
proposals Sir Alfred Milner submitted to 
the Bloemfontein conference, 

The Times thinks ‘‘something more 
than this might have been demanded. 
But the Cabinet desision meets with uni- 
versal approval and pending developments 
nothing further will be done.’’ 

A(rikanders Cooled Down, 

The Cape Town correspondent of The 
Dally Chroniole says: ‘‘It was the Trans- 
yaal attitude regarding the suzerainty 
question that caused the Afrikander 
leaders in Cape Colony and the Orange 
Free State to cool off promptly. Tho 
Transysal has now resumed a practioal 
tone and the Afrikanders are exerting a 
supreme effort to expedite a settloment.’’ 

Stund of the Orange Free Stute, 

The Cape Town correspondent of The 
Daily Mail says: ‘There ts no doubt that

If iniquity be In thineviand put It tar away, 
and let not wickedness dwell !n thy 
tabernacles. 

For then shalt thou lift up thy face without 
spot, yea, thou shalt be steadfast and 
shall not fear. 


In these verses we have set out before us 
tho true road to happiness, and true happi- 
ness will follow those who earnestly seek 
the Lord. The preparation of the heart is 
the first inspiration towards true religion. 
Religion begins with meditation, thought 
and planning. Thoughtlessness is the 
cause of many of tho errors of religion, and 
thoughtlessness has ruined many lives. 
Too little consideration is given to religion, 
We, Ly nature, are adyerse to what is good 
and the teachings of God. No man, how- 
ever, with common sense, is satisfied with 


his position in life until he sees whether he 
is1ight or not. How thoughtful the true 
and successful business man is about his 
earthly affairs. If we are thus so thought- 
ful of earthly affairs how much more need- 
ful it is that we should be thoughtful of 
the life that is to come. ‘The interests 
involved in the life that is to come are of 
such importance that they should claim 
our most serious consideration, It is 
a matter that touches our soul's 
vital interest. Every person must either 
accept or reject the offer of God for eternal 
salvation, ‘Truc it is that so many are 
neglectful of this important fact ; they are 
noglectful of God, who so bountifully pro- 
vides for us, All nature calls us to remem- 
ber the gsodness of God. he sun that 
shines, spreading its warmth upoa the 
earth, the rain that causes crops to grow, 
thus providing us with food, proclaim God’s 
goodness, All nature proclaims the care 
of the Eternal Father over us, If we are 
to live forever in a consciousness of hap- 
piness, then we must have our hearts right 
with God. The scriptures tell us this. 
Man is not the outcome of mere chance, 
but he came from God, a perfect man, and 
is sustained and preserved by God. We 
should consider these truths and be actua- 
ted by them. Should we not give to Him 
tholove of our hearts and work in Ilis 
service? The holiness, justness and good- 
ness of God shoul be seriously considered 
by us all. Ifthe scriptures are true and 
are the words of God, we must then recog- 
nize that there is something more than 
struggling for méro temporal success. 
Thero is comfort and peace of soul iu relig- 
ion, It is the life of Godin tho soul, and 
will at last present the soul blameless be- 
fore Him. There can be no neutrality in 
this matter, God saysthat whosever is 
not for Him is against Him. We aro to 
approach God through His Sor, who died 
for us that we might live. Christ, the 
God man, has a feeling for our infirmities, 
knowing our weaknesses. Christ has pur- 
chased the Church with his own blood. 
He suffered and died for us. Almighty 
love is on our side. The Lord will ever ba 
on our side in time of trouble to help us.

London, Sept. 11.—The actual status 
of tho Tranayanl oriats appears to be un- 
changed. In spite of all the clamor and 
exoltoment raised by the rumora preced- 
ing the Cabinet Counoll, Great Bxitain's 
Ministers apparontly bave done nothing 
moye than strengthen the hands of Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain, thereby confirming 
tho prognostications of the most conserva 
tive element. As far as internationals are 
coaccrned war is no nearer now than it 
Was a week ago, though tho friction in 
South Africa itself is keener and moro 
likely to produce a conflict. Putting aside 
the countless diplomatic intricacies that 
have arisen during the week suzerainty 
remains the war issue, President Kruger 
of the Transvaol Republic has cracked 
the nut and found suzerainty its kernel, 
If he refuses to swallow it, then thero 
will be war, 

It is understood that General Sir Red- 
vers Buller will start for Capo Town 
next Saturday. ‘be Indian authorities 
are chartering steamers to transport 
troops to South Africa as rapidly as 
possible, 

Although tho aspect of affairs is more 
peaceapdle, the special despatches from 
Johanneaburg report the greatest anxiety 
there, Fifteen hundred poople left town 
Saturday, and itis proposed to transfer 
the business of the stock exchange to 
Cape Town, The Johannesburg Town 
Council is appealing to the Government 
for power to start relief to meet the 
exceptional distress, 

Tho Boers Stil Massing. 

A despatch from Bloemfontein reports 
the distribution of arms and a consider- 
uble exodus to Cape Colony, According 
to this correspondent, the Boere ure 
massing on tho frontiers and thero ja no 
abatement of war preparations in the 
‘Transvaal, 

How Secretary Reitz Seos It. 

Pretoria, Sept. 11.—The News of Sat- 
urday prints an official statement from 
the Secretury of the South African Re- 
public, Mr. F. W. Reitz, in which he 
says: ‘The Government considera that 
three courses are disclosed by the com- 
munication of Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, 
the British Secretary of State for tho 
Colonies. The first is a joint commission 
of inquiry; the second js a commission of 
delegates from both governments to dis- 
cuss technicalities, and the third is a con- 
ference at Cape Town."’ In this state- 
mont Secretary Reitz also says that tho 
Tranavasl Government now agrees to the 
second proposition and invites Great 
Britain to define the constitution of the 
reported commission and the place of 
meeting. 

Will Send 10,000 Troops, 

London, Sept, 11.—The Cabinet has 
decided to send 10,000 troops to South 
Africa In addition to the Natal force, 
already 5,000 men, of which reinforce- 
ments of 5,000 will be sent from Indla 
and 900 from England, 

Tho Northumberland Fusiliers will 
embark next Saturday for Cape Colony, 
leaying from Southampton. The First 
Royal Sussex Regiment has been ordered 
to be ready to embark within three days. 

An infantry brigade with a division of 
fleld artillery from Aldershot, with 18 
guns, bas been ordered to leaye for the 
Cape in ten days. 

Indian Troops in Roadiness. 

Simla, Sept. 11.—The British troops 
here are holding themselves in readiness, 
having beon warned that they will be 
ordered to embark for South Africa. 
‘Transports are being engaged and it is 
expected tnaf the first regiment will 
aturt within ten days. The scheme for 
their removal is perfectly matured.

THE HONEY HUNTERS. 


It is a mistake to let a colony of bees 
be overstocked with drones, 

The life of a bee depends upon the 
work it does. When it works, its life is 
shortened, 

Each frame of comb in a hive should 
occupy 144 inches of space, taking care 
to space with exactness. 

A worker grub can be transmuted with 
a queen if it is as old as 6 or 6 days, but 
generally such queens are not fully de- 
veloped. 

At intervals during the summer, when 
the bees cannot gather honey, the queens 
quit laying and the strength of the colony 
is curtailed. 

A swarm of bees hived upon a full set 








of combs at the opening of the honey sea- 
son will fill ther hive full in a week, 


ready for surplus boxes. 

Drones are the male bees, Their use- 
fulness extends only to the fertilization 
of queens, If bees are allowed to build 


their own comb, there is always an excess 


of drone comb. 
To introduce a queen a colony should 


be made queenless some three or four 


days prior to introducing the new queen, 
The bees will take more kindly to her.— 
St. Louis Republic.

“T know nothing about the bank rob- 
bery caso,” said the lady. : 

“ What about certain bills that camo in- 
to your possession ?” said the roporter, 

“T will willingly tell you all about 
them,” said Mra, Way. 

“ On the Jast day of February or tho Ist 
of March, of the presont year, I obtained 
a loan of $200 from a Miss Lavina Hunter, 
of Napanee. It was for my son, and was 
on a mortgage. I kept out $25 and short- 
ly after wont to tho Belleville branch 
of the Dominion Bank and presented the 
money for deposit. The teller scrutinized 
the monoy closely,and said the bills (which 
were of the denomination of $5) were 
marked. I went out and returned with 
Miss Hunter, who was here at the time, 
and she said sho had got the money from 4 
grocery store keeper in Belleville.” 

“Were any other questions asked you ?” 
asked the reporter. 

‘*No,”’ said the lady,” ‘‘and no more 
questions wero asked Miss Hunter either.” 

“Tt was rumored that the bills spoken of 
were damp and mouldy looking,” said the 
reporter.

‘This was all that could 
be obtained from him. They also inter- 
viewed Mr. Wilson Smith, ex-Mayor of 
Montreal, a well-known financier and 
money lender, who had made the bid of 98, 
and he informed thom that his bid was off 
as he had not heard from the City. Mr, 
Smith informed them that he had bought 
bonds of the city of Winnipeg at a better 
price and all his money was at present in- 
vested.

Washington, D,C., Sept. 12.—It is be- 
lieved that when Congress assembles there 
will be considerable agitation of a propo- 
sition for this Government to abandon 
its part In the Paris Exposition, It is 
known that expressions, hostile to the 
Exposition, quoféd from Senator Stewart, 
are very widely sympathized In, and it 
is thought that if the conylction of Drey- 
fus is permitted to stand, there will be 
very little friendly feeling for Franve 
among mombers of either the House or 
Senate. 

Boycott Resolutions. 

New York, Sept. 12.—Congressman 
Jefferson A. Levy announced yesterday 
that as soon as Congress meets he would 
introduce resolutions in the House with- 
drawing the support of this Government 
from the Parls Exposition on account of 
the Dreyfus ese.

In this the dan- 
cers try to imitate the movements of the 
eagle, gSiding slowly about at times on 
tiptoe to indicate that they are soaring 
among the clouds, again crouching with 
outstretched arms and moying swiftly 
over the ground as an explanation in 
pantomime that the king of birds is 
swooping down upon his prey. 

To photograph an Indian dance is not 
80 casy as it might appear to the unso- 
phisticated observer. Long familiarity 
with the camera has made the noble red 
man sadly mercenary. Whenever he sees 
wlens pointed in his direction he imme- 
liately covers his face with his hands 
and, running up to the photographer, de- 
mands half a dollar for tho privilege of 
taking his picture. 

A short time ago it occurred to the 
manager of a moving picture machino 
company that an Indian dance would be 
a splendid subject for a biograph pic- 
ture. Accordingly a man with the nec- 
essary apparatus was sent out to New 
Mexico to photograph a Pueblo dance. 
After a week of negotiations the Pueb- 
los agreed to go through a dance for the 
benefit of the photographer in considera- 
tion of the sum of $10, to be paid in ad- 
yance. Indians do not entertain a very 
high opinion of the commercial integrity 
of the white man. They take no chances. 

The money was paid, the machine ad- 
justed, and the dance began, but the in- 
stant the operator began turning the 
crank of his machine the clatter of the 
apparatus caused a wild panic among the 
dancers. Every one fled in mortal terror 
to safe refuges behind rocks and houses, 
leaving the photographer transfixed with 
astonishment. He tried to explain that 
the machine, though noisy, was perfectly 
harmless, he entreated the dancers to re- 
turn, he offered bribes, but to no purpose. 
Not a Pueblo would risk his life again in 
front of the infernal machine for love or 
money. The biograph man was at last 
obliged to go away without any pictures; 
also without his $10.—Cleyeland Plain 
Dealer.

CULTIVATION OF THE CURRANT. 





A Hint as to Their Propagation by 


Joseph Meehan, 


The currant js neturally a cool country 
fruit, and though it can be grown almost 
anywhere in our country, it does the best 
where there is but moderate heat in sum- 
mer. ‘'o accommodate it, mulching is 
advisable. Hay or long grass are good 
materials to use for tho purpose. Placed 
around the plants, the roots are much 
cooler than they would ba otherwise, and 
this the plants show their appreciation 
of. A constant light stirring of the soll 
would answer almost as well, In fact, 
many fruit growers rely on this’ method 
for the betterment of thelr fruit bushes. 
Perhaps the greatest drawback to the 
onlttvation of the currant is its lability 
to leaf blight, A fungus attacks it, 
which, if unchecked, defoliates the bushes 
by mid-summer. ‘True, the fruit will 
have been gathored before this occurs, 
but the loss of foliage weakens the plants, 
and they do not produco fruit as freely 
as they would do otherwise. Spraying 
with Bordeaux mixture will kill fungi, 
but its use is not to be thought of when 
fruit is ripening. Should tho foliage be 
on after fruit is gathered, spraying 
should be done and then the leaves will 
to preserved. There is another enemy to 
the follago in tho shape of the ourrant 
worn, which usually appears soon after 
the fruit is formed. his must be closely 
watched for, ag it will eat oll the leaves 
from the bushea in about two days. 
Powdered hellebore will quickly fix this 
post. Dust it over the leaves, first 
sprinkling them with water, that tho 
pyison will stick, and almost as soon a8 
thé worm eats it, down it falls to the 
ground, disposed of for good, The best 
currants I over grew were planted in a 
ratber damp piece of ground, and after 4 
pm. it was free from sunshine, The 
bushes grew splendidly and were rarely 
troubled with leafblight, while the fruit 
was surprisingly largo, I om sure that 
suoh o situation is to bo preferred for the 
currant. The most satisfactory kind to 
grow, whothor for home use or for mar- 
kot 13 tho, Voraailles, o varloty very much 
ike the Cherry, but rather sweoter, The 
berries and bunches are very large, and 
when in suitable soil and situation, very 
fine fruit is produced, Hay's Prolific ts 
also good, having large berries on & long 
bunon and it would probably be preferred 
by thoso who like to seo a long bunch. 
Yhe old Rod Dutch and its white varloty 
aro well known as rogular and sure bear- 
ors. ‘hose who desire to propagate cur- 
rants should make cuttings in August 
from the shoots of the sume season. Cub 
thom a foot in length and plant them at 
once. They will be rooted by fall. Tho 
noxt spring they may be set out whore 
plants aro wanted, cutting them down 
halfway, to make thom bushy,—Josoph 
Meehan, in Practical Farmer.

OUR SCOTCH INDIANS. 


Signs of the Infusion of Scotch Blood 
In Cherokee Veins. 





Cher 8 come well by their stubborn- 
ness, their shrewdness and their love of 
controversy. As Indians they had these 
traits to n with. As the result of ao 
strong infusion of Scotch blood they add- 
ed to the strength of the churacteristics. 

It is Scotch history that after the bat- 
tle of Culloden many Scotchmen left 
their native land rather than accept Dng- 
lish sovereignty. It is Cherokee history 
that numbers of these sturdy Scots found 
homes and wives with the Cherokee Na- 
tion before the enforced migration of the 
tribe from Georgia to the Indian Territo- 
ry. John Ross was one of these Scotch 
exiles who accepted Cherokee citizenship. 
He became a chief and was given the 
name of “Coo-is-coo-e When the na- 
tion moved to the territory, one of the 
districts into which the reservation was 
divided for government pur was 
named “Coo-is-coo-ee.” Ross founded a 
fumily which became powerful in Chero- 
kee counci’ He and his son were fre- 
quent visitors to Washington and had 
much to do with tha treaty making which 
gave to the nation the strong legal posi- 
tion it holds in its relation with the Unit- 
ed States. A descendant of Ross, the 
Scotch exile, is one of the ofiicers of the 
hation today. 

The Adairs are cnother infuential 
Cherokee clan established by a Scotch- 
man who came oyer after the battle of 
Culloden. As the descendants of Adair 
by his Cherokee wife grew up they were 
sent away to American colleges and giv- 
en the best of opportunities for educ 
tion. McNair is another of the familiar 
Scotch names introduced into the Chero- 
kee Nation by this Scotch infusion. The 
MeNair who came oyer after Culloden 
was a highlander. One of his descend- 
ants lives on a magnificent estate of 1,500 
neres in the beautiful valley of the Grand 
river. Duncan is another Scotch name 
found among the Cherokees. The head 
and front of Cherokee opposition to 
American citizenship is a Douean, whose 
claim to Cherokee citizenship would not 
be guessed by any physical characteris- 
tics. He is Scotch in looks and Scotch in 
his love of a controversy.—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

“Moreover, the prosontation of the pro- 
posals In the note of Aug. 19 indiloatos 
that tho Government of tho South Afri- 
can Republic themselves recognize that 
tholr provieus offers mighb, with advant- 
age, be enlarged and tho independence of 
the republic thereby in no way bo im- 
palred.’* 

The Late Proposals Accopted. 

The despatch then goes on to say that 
Great Britain is still prepared to accept 
the franchise proposals of Avg. 19, pro- 
vided a court of inquiry, whether joint or 
uniliteral, shows the new scheme to bo 
unencumbered by nullifying conditions. 
In this connection the British Goyern- 
ment assumes that the new members of 
the Raad will be allowed to speak their 
own languago and adds that the accept- 
ance of theso terms would at once remove 
the tension and ‘‘would in all probabil- 
ity render unnecessary any further inter- 
vention of Her Majesty’s Government’’ 
to secure redress for grievances when the 
Uitlanders themselves would be able to 
bring to the notice of the Executive 
Council and Volksraad. 

Press for Immediate Reply. 

Her Majesty's Government 1s inoreas- 
ingly impressed with the danger of fur- 
ther delay in relieving the strain which 
has already caused so much injury to the 
interests of South Afrioa, and they carn- 
estly press for an immediate reply to the 
present proposal. ‘‘If noceded to they will 
te ready to make immediate arrange- 
ments for a further conference between » 
the President and the high commissioner’ 
to settle all details of the proposed trly 
banal of arbitration and the questions 
referred to in my note of Aug. 80, which 
are neither Uitlander grievances nor 
questions of the interpretation of the con- 
yention, put which might be readily 
settled by friendly communication be- 
tween representatives of the two Govern- 
ments,

Tbe Tartar is ownod by the Canadian 
Paociflo Steamship Company, and sails 
under the British flag and 18, therefore, 
subject to the British navigation laws. 

An International Question,

referrod to Ambassador Choate, which 
makes an international quesiton of it. 
The contention of the War Department is 
that, notwithstanding the Tartar files 
the British flag, the assumption of Brit- 
ish authority over her is unauthorized, 
as sho {s chartered by the United States 
Government.

Will find that THE INTELLIGENCER PRINTING & PUBLISHING 
HOUSE has facilities to turn out the best and cheapest work in 








STRIKE AT OWEN SOUND. 


Freight Handlers at C.1., Steamship 
Docks Have Quit—New Gaug Afraid 


of the Crowd, 


Owen Sound, Sept. 14.—The atriko at 
the O.P.R. dooks firat became serious on 
Tuesday, whon it was reported that the 
company wore bringing navvies from 
outside to take tho placos of tho strikers, 
who numbor 180 mon, The men demand 
234 oenta on hour inorease for trucking 
and 6 cents an hour tnoreaso for handling

When the outsldé workmen arrived tn 
town Tuosday night they could nob get 
accommodation and had to sloop in the 
train and in tho flour sheds.

Everything possible was done to relieve 
the afflicted man, and he has been under 
medical care, but without avail. 

Last night about 7 o'clock, a neighbor, 
Mr. Lewis Marlowe, went to the Hllis 
residence to shave the old man, which 
operation took place in the kitchen. After

the shaving was completed Mr. 
Marlowe, after laying the razor 
down on a table close to where 


old Mr, Ellis was sitting, went to the 
woodshed to wash his hands. The family 
were seated around the kitchen, talking 
quietly, when suddenly they were horrified 
to see the old man reach out and seize the 
razor, and before anyone could reach him 
he had drawn it across his throat. 

‘* My God,” said his daughter, ‘* what 
have you done?” 

The old man returned no answer, but 
the torrent of blood which was flowing 
from a gaping wound in his throat showed 
that the self inflicted wound was a serious 
one. 

Dr. Ross was hastily summoned, and he 
did all possible for the unfortunate man, 
who this moiaing is resting easily with the 
chances in favor of his recovery. The 
wound made was about three inches long 
and requircd many stitches. 

Dr. Ross told Tue InreLnickncer that 
had the gash been a little above or below 
where it was, the consequences would have 
been fatal.

HOW RAISINS ARE MADE. 


The Methods of the Grape Growers of 
Southern California, 

The gang of workers moyes in a bunch, 
clipping off the translucent clusters of 
museatels, arranging them upon the 
trays to shrink and shrivel under the 
rays of the sun into the concentrated 
delicacy we know. Behind them the lines 
of trays lie, a basking array of shim- 
mering fruit, and some one interested is 
shoving the clusters together, that the 
tray shall be honestly filled, for the 
workers are paid by the tray. 

After two weeks’ exposure to the dry 
heat the filled trays are ready to be 
turned so that the grapes may be cured 
evenly. This is accomplished by two 
men, one on either side, placing an empty 
tray over the full one, dexterously re- 
versing it, then, carrying the upper one 
with them, repeating the process on 
down the row. It is at this stage in the 
sone that the grope is most delecta- 

le. 

The amber is changing through ruddy 
stages to amethyst, and the sun warmed 
balls are drops of honey—donble distill- 
ed, so sweet they make you long with a 
great thirst for the red water tank shim- 
mering in the sunlight 40 acres away, 
but you must eat and eat, and go on ecat- 
ing even while your palate is cloying 
with the sweetness, 

In another week the dried grapes are 
ready for the sweat boxes, These wide, 
open boxes contain from 150 to 160 
pounds, and as the raisins become sufli- 
ciently cured they are sorted from the 
others and placed therein, the large, per- 
fect clusters, and the inferior, broken 
pieces in separate boxes, These are usu- 
ally carried to a sweating house, a closed 
structure, in which they soften and 
moisten eyenly, the drying having made 
the stems exceedingly brittle, or simply 
stacked in one corner of the packing 
house to await the grading and pack- 
ing.

The Attorney-General's 


partment Breaks its 
Pledged Word. 


W. H. H. Ponton, Who Goes on Trial 
Next Tuesday, is in Sore Straits 
Financially--British Fair Piay’’ 
Not a Factor in This Case. 


Tur around 
this morning to find out how matters stood 
with the defence in the coming Ponton 
trial, and found out one or two facts which 
surprised him. It will be remembered that 
atthe time the defence consented to a 
change of yenue from Napanee to Cobourg, 
the Crown agreed to pay the defence 
sufficient money to provido for the sub- 
pening ani procuring of witnesses. The 
Attornoy-General himself promised this, in 
presence of his deputy. The money was 
to be paid two weeks before tho Courc 
opened. An  aflidavit was filed 
showing that the witnesses’ fees would 
amount to $600, in round figures, which 
even wont so far as to give names 
addresses, railway fare, etc., but the Goy- 
ernment haye only given them $250, and 
that, too, within the last week. 

All of the latter money has been epent 
in gotting witnesses from the United 
States, and now, two days before the trial, 
the dofence is left without a cent to get 
witnesses from Napance, Bolleyille and 
other places. 

The Napanee defence fund was used up 
in preparation for the trial which was sup- 
posed to have taken place at Toronto. 

The defence have been relying on the 
Government's word, and are now left in 
sore straits, 

‘** Here we are,’ said Mr. Porter, indig- 
nantly, ‘‘on nearly the last day before the 
trial and tho witnesses not at court.” 

All legal expenses of the various mot uns 
to change the place of trial, etc., which are 
very costly, have been borne by Ponton’s 
counsel. 

B. B. Osler, legal advisor of the Do- 
minion Bank, is still the prosecuting coun- 
sel in this case, although there are pro- 
secuting attoraeys in Napanee and Cobourg 
who, by reason of their appointment, are 
Supposed tobe able to take charge of “the 
case, 

These facts will surprise a good many 
people in Belleville, we have no doubt. 

Under this condition of affairs the friends 
of Mr. Ponton will realize that just now 
there isa fitting opportunity to show their 
friendship in a substantial way.

all. Ie knew all the learning of his day 
He was a master of 12 Innguayes. Le 
had ® memory so wonderful that, bear 
ing a discourse of any length, be was 
able afterward to repeat it word for 
word and duplicate every gesture of the 
speaker, He was a poet, a musician of 
excellence, an athlete, a horseman, a sol- 
dier of trusted command before he was 
19, a wonderful actor, a swordsman of 
extraordinary skill, He met and over 
cawe ull antagonists, We passed thro 
the courts of France and Italy like a 
brilliant meteor, With all his attain 
ments, he couldn't guin any money, and 
he fell before his own sword, which he 
hind offered a foe after first defeating 
hin. 

Crichton’s family was of considerable 
Importance and wealth and claimed royal 
descent. His father was lord adyocate 
first to Queen M and afterward to 
King James VI. His mother, the dangh- 
ter of Sir James Stewart. Members of 
both families were eminent In Scottish 
history. The boy James Crichton was 
sent to grammar school at Perth. He 
emerged at the age of 10 and immediate-

His first action on arrival was to post a 
challenge In all parts of the city offering 
to meet all comers at the College of Na- 
varre in debate in any one of 12 lan- 
guages, “in any science, liberal art, dis- 
cipline or faculty, whether practical or 
theoretic.” Such contests were common 
to the age, but the challenge, coming 
from a boy of 15, aroused deep interest 
An immense crowd was present on the 
day appointed. A dozen eminent phi- 
losophers and diyines presented them- 
selyes. Crichton, without the semblance 
of effort, defeated all who attempted to 
cope with him. He was congratulated 
by the faculty of the college and Henry 
III, then the gayest monarch in Europe, 
rarnied Lim off to his court. The next 
chton appeared in the tourney and

that martial struggle. The king gave him 
an important command in the army. He 
remained in France two years, dazzling 
the people with his accomplishments in 
every direction. 

Crichton went next to Rome and 
Venice. In the latter city his friends were 
Sperone Speroni, one of the most learned 
names in Italian literature, John Donati, 
and Lorenzo Massa, secretary to the re- 
public of Venice. Several of the Latin 
poems Crichton composed in this circle 
hinye descended, He was introduced to 
the doge and the senate and in their pres- 
ence delivered an oration so graceful and 
eloquent that, according to Imperalis, “he 
Was esteemed a prodigy of nature The 
Venetians were enraptured over his ele- 
gant manners, his learning and accom- 
plishments, Crichton went to Padua and 
posted an Inyitation to meet him in de- 
bate on the philosophy of Aristotle—then 
a subject absorbing the educated minds 
of all Europe. The argument lasted three 
days, and the handsome young Scotch- 
man was as usual an easy victor over the 
learned men who took the opposite to 
bim. 

At Mantua a famous Italian duelist 
lived who bad yanquished many antago- 
nists. Crichton sent him a challenge and 
next day ran the Italian through the 
body. he Duke of Mantua engaged 
him as tutor for bis son Vincenzo di Gon- 
zaza. The court of Mantua was celebrat- 
ed for its patronage of the Italian drama, 
‘he finest troupe of actors in Europe, de- 
nominated I Gelosi, was attached to it. 
Crichton composed a species of comedy 
for the company, satirizing the weakness- 
es of the various occupations in life, then 
undertook to sustain himself the most 
prominent and difficult characters in the 
piece. en the actors were carried away 
with enthusiasm, so marvelous was 
hton’s acting. 
ye young Duke Vincenzo, his pupil, 
was jealous of Crichton, who found fayor 
in the eyes of a beautiful young noble 
woman whom Vincenzo had wooed in 
yain, ‘One night Crichton, walking homo 
through the streets, playing as he went 
niong on his guitar, was suddenly attack- 
ed by six musked men. He flung away 
the guitar, drew his sword and quickly 
killed two of his antagonists, put two 
more to flight and disarmed tho leader. 
The Jatter's mask fell off. It was the 
young Duke Vinceuzv, Crichton dropped 
on his knee and presented his own sword 
to his pupil. The duke took it and thrust 
it through Crichton’s body. He fell on 
his back, his ey staring up at the stars, 
dead.

What Mr. W. J. Diamond Has to Say in 
Regard to the Matter. 
To the Editor of Tux INTELLIGENCER. 

Dear Sin,—Permit me, through your 
columns, to refer to the reports of tho pro- 
ceedings of the last sittings of the City 
Council as it appeared in reference to my 
communication re Charles street sewer. 

The Charlea street sewer was built from 
Victoria Avenue (Hctel street) to Bridgo 
street upon the principle of ‘* Local Im- 
provement” under the special clause of the 
Municipal Act, and the amount requisite 
to pay for the same in ten years is assessed 
Against the owaers on the East and West 
aides of the strect. 

The amount varies according to the 
frontyge—for example, R. B. Clarke is 
assessed $16.12 and I am assessed $9.25, 
Yearly, and the rest in a similar way. 

By some peculiar influence the sewer has 
been tapped by Mayor Johnson and others 
whose properties aro not on Charles street, 
without the payment of one dollar towards 
the construction of the sewer. In other 
words we are, under the opinion of the 
Mayor, compelled to pay for ourselyes and 
others who receive the full benefit of it.

‘This proved to 
bo the case, and he desired to obtain the 
assistance of one and only one member of 
the local police force. ‘To the sergeant in 
charge, owing to the absence of the Ohi f 
from the city, he would divulge nothing. 
The officer he wanted was Policeman 
Hayes, whom he secured. They visited 
the Dominion House, and, clothed with 
authority, made a minute inspection of 
rooms number 16 and 17. Livery corner 
and crevice was looked into, the chimney 
holes even not being overlooked. At one 
time during their search the oflicers were 
suspicious that their movements were being 
watched, and in tho twinkling of an eye 
their light was lowered. When the coast 
was again thought to be clear the light was 
again turned upomthe scene and the search 
continued. Although they were about the 
premises for some time their labors were 
fruitless, and their countenances portrayed 
that they were somewhat disappointed.

“Tt Isn't such a difficult thing to make 
photographs of the spirits if you know one 
or two little secrets,” said a photogra- 
pher, ‘Prepared plates are kept in stock 
by many dealers in photographic supplies 
and are sold to all who send a special or- 
der for them. A certain symbol in an or- 
der for plates means that ‘doctored’ 
plates are wanted. 

“A trick of some mediums js to tell 
persons who consult them that they can 
prove tho quthenticity of spirit photog- 
raphy for themselves. The medium men- 
tions one or two dealers in photographic 
supplies and says that plates of a high 
sensitive power can be obtained from 
them, These credulous persons then take 
photographs of themselves by means of a 
mechanical device, and upon developing 
the plates are impressed deeply at fiud- 
ing other faces beside their own on the 
plates. 

“Sometimes prepared plates find their 
way into boxes ordered by persons who 
are not spiritualists, in which case the 
dealer who sold them is accused of selling 
bad plates, and the spirits are not held re- 
sponsible.’”—New York Press.

On the Twentieth Century Fund, and 
Makes a Deep Impression on a 
Large Audience.

THE DECREE OF PARDON, 





The Document Which Calls on the 
President for Clemency, 


Paris, Sept. 22.—The Journal Ofli- 
ciel yesterday published the decree 
grantmg pardon to Dreyfus. In a re- 
port preceding the decree the Mar- 
quis de Gallifet,° Minister of War, 
points out that Dreyfus has already 
undergone five years’ deportation, 
but that, as the law does not assi- 





milate his deportation with five 
years’ solitary confinement, the pri- 
soner would have to undergo ten 


years’ detention. 

Tbe Minister also calls attention to 
the fact that the health of the pri- 
soner is seriously compromised, and 
that he would not be able, without 
great dunger, to undergo prolonged 


detention, 
The report of the War Minister 
concludes thus: ‘'The Government 


will not have met the wishes of the 
country, Which desires pacification, 
if it does not hasten to efface all 
traces of the painful conflict, It be-

An INTELMGENCER ropresentative last 
night had an interesting talk with old Mre. 
Cronk, who, by her alert air, bright eyes 
and brisk movements appears to bear light- 
ly the 77 years which have flown over her 
head. 

From a brief conyersation Tue [xren. 
Gencer gathered that the Taylor family 
c\me originally from Scotland and settled 
at Candorhook, N. Y., ata place known as 
the four corners of the North river, Mrs. 
Cronk’s father, a boy of 14, when the war 
broke out was forced to take sides with 
the Americans at first, but soon left and 
joined the British forces, the reason being 
that his two brothers, Daniel and Neil, 
who were officers in General Burgoyne's 





ermy, used their influence to get him to do | 


so, He ssrved with Burgoyne’s army til] 
he was 21-—seven years in all. He was 


wounded in the joint of the elbow, which | 


caused a stiffness of the joint from which 
he never recovor’ 1. 

Old Mr. Taylor's two brothers, Daniel 
and Neil, usei to do recruiting for General 
Burgoyne, and they were finally captured 


by the Americans and _ executed, 
one of them, Daniel, being  cap- 
tured in Governor Clinton's house. 


The other, Neil, was carrying despatches 
at the time of his arrest, and swam the 
North River many times in his efforts to 
olude his pursuers, but was finally taken 
prisoner and hanged to a ‘‘sour apple tree” 
asaspy. It is no wonder that old Mr. 
Tay!or was always very hitter in his 
denunciation of the Rebels, or that his 
descendants to-day are not flowing ov ° 
with love towards them. After peace was 
proclaimed John Taylor was discharged at 
Sore!, Quebec, and came to this neighbor- 
hood looking for a place to settle. His 
fancy being taken by this place,then known 
as the mouth of the River Moira, he applied 
for and recoived a grant of land from the 
Government and journeyed to the state of 
New York to bring back his relatives, and 
the Taylor family, root and branch, shook 
off from their feet the dust of rebel soil, 
Tho grant which young T'a) lor had received 
from the Government was situated some 
distance up the river, and the female mem- 
bers of his family were afraid to stay there, 
as the Indivns were very troublesome at 
that period, so the young loyal st purchase |, 
from Capt. Singleton, Lot No. 5, which 
comprised 200 acres, and ran from the bay 
shore across the river. He subsequently 
sold the north 100 acres to Capt, Meyers. 
Ic was on this Lot 5 that the old apple tree 
was planted. Old Mr. Taylor died in 1829, 
at the age of 66. Mrs. Oronk was seven 
years of age when her father died, but 
remombers distinctly hearing him and the 
other members of the family talk of the 
stirring time of early days. Mrs, Cronk 
will be 77 in December, 


It was in Mrs. Cronk’s grandmother's 
house that the residen's of the settlement 
held a meeting and chose the same 
‘* Belleville” for their village. It was 
named after Lady Gore, whose name was 
Tsabella. 


Many of the streets of Belleville are 
named after the Taylor family. John st. 
was named after the Revolutionary sol- 
dier’s eldest son, George after the next 
son, William aftor the next, and Mrs, 
Cronk, quite appropriately, now lives on 
the corner of Ann st,, named after herself. 
Old Mr, Taylor divided his property among 
his children, and when it was cut up into 
town lots tho Survoyor who laid out tho 
streets named them after the family who 
gavotho land. Hotel st. git ils name 
from tho fact that the first hotelin Bolle- 
villo was situated on that street. 

**T suppose you have somo vivid recol 
lections of Belleville in early days, Mrs. 
Oronk !" said our reporter. 

**Dear me,” said the old lady with a 
laugh, ‘‘I should think I have. I havo 
known it as a cedar swamp, A mud _ holo, 
a village, a (own and a City.” 

The first court Belleville evor had was 
held in old Mr. Taylor's house for eight 
years. 


Mra. Oronk’s brether was the late Sher- 
iff Taylor. 

Old Mr. Taylor died an invalid, having 
beon gored by a bull shortly after settling 
in this district, 

Mere. Cronk states that Mra. Charles Tay- 
lor, of this City, at present has, shethinks, 
the old gentloman’s discharge from tho 
British army, and that, certainly, would 
be a very interesting ro'ic forthe Histori- 
cal Society to numbsr among its troasuros. 

Bearing all the forgoing facta in mind, 
it will readily be seen that many interest- 
ing memores hover round tho old apple 
tree on Dundas at. No wonder the Taylor 
family prized and cherished it, for it hes 
apoken and still speaks eloquently of duty 
done and privations suffered by noble men 
and women for love of the British flag.

The Apostle 
thon procerded to answer this great ques- 
tion. The skeptical class ask how it is 
possible for the dust of the departed, after 
being, as it were, scattered to the four 
winds of the earth, to be gathered together 
and resurrected. This must be left to an 
omnivitent God, with whom all things are 
possiole, Our hearts are skeptical, but we 
have the assurance of God that he ie able to 
do ell. Others there are who say what does 
it matter what becomes of the body after 
death. God, who gave this body, cares for 
it, however, no matter how little we may 
care for it. God has watched over the body 
of His beloyed ones in the ages gone by 
and he is watching over those who are now 
asleap. While God is watohful over the 
bodies he believed the devil was also 
watching ever them, ‘The question asked 
in the text, how are the dead to ba raised 
up is a question which assumed many 
phases. This resurrection would bo a 
mortai one. Weare to endure hardships 
like a true soldier, fighting the adversary 
of our soul, God’s churches are likened into 
the armies in battle aizay. We cannot bo 
‘at ease. We cannot exp >t to be carried to 
the skies on flowing bcds of ease, but must 
engage in the warfare, and be obedient, 
Tt will be a resurrection of those who haye 
died in ob: dience to the word of God. At 
the last day the trumpet will sound’ and 
God, the General of the army, willbo in 
command. It will also be an ordorly res- 
urrection. ‘The scriptures tell us this. 
There are degrees in the resurrection and 
it depends upon the Christisn soldier in 
what rank he will appear. ~hose in earthy 
battle who are iy the front of the fight 
are those who-are most honored. The 


soldier of the Lord Jesus Christ 
should be eager to be in the front 
of the fight against sin, be willing 


at all times to take up his cross and 
follow Him. The Scriptures teil us that 
every man shall rise in his own order, 
Christ the first fruit. afterwards they that 
are Christ's at His coming. According as 
has been our consecration and devotion, so 
in proportion w'll be our glorious rcjurrke- 
tion. The first battalion will probably be 
the martyrs, those who have suffered and 
died for Him. They will receive the high- 
est standard ; they will be the body guard 
of Christ’s army. THis resurrection will 
also be an instantaneous one. The last 
trumpet should sound—in a moment, in 
the twinkling of an eyo and the derd shall 
be raised incorruptible and we shall be 
changed. No one will be given a second 
chance. If we reject Christ while living 
we cannot repent when the resurrection 
day comes. Here on earth we have the 
privilege and opportunity to be the ser- 
vants of the Lord, and we should embrace 
these opportunities. This will also be a 
glorious resurrection, and we shall have a 
pare in it. It will surely come and we 

now not when, The body that is sown in 
corruption will be raised in incorruption, 
it is sown in dishonor, it is rais.d in glory; 
itis sown a natural body, it is raised a 
spiritual body. Christ says the saints shall 
shine in the firmament. What a glorious 
thought this is. The resurrection will also 
beatriumphant one. Tho saints of God 
may suffer here below from persecution 
and trials, but at the resurrection they will 
triumph, May we all haye a part in this 
glorious resurrection,and when death over- 
takes us may we all bo able to say ‘‘Oh, 
death, where is thy sting ; Oh, graye, where 
is thy victory ?”

Mrs. MeGr story quite consist- 
ent with the alibi of that night. In 
reviewing the evidence of those who 
had explained Ponton'’s mov nts 
on the night of the robbery, Mr. 
Osler contended they had not been 
conclusive enough. Was it not the 
evidence of friends who first hope, 
then think, then swear? ‘Then there 
was the fact that the bank was rob- 
bed, Could it have been done with- 
out cover for the burglars -in which 
to work? No breath of suspicion 
seemed to touch any, of the other 
officials of the bank. The prisoner 
had Mr. Baines’ key. One of the 
burglars had an impression of that 
key. The key found in the police 
station was similar to Mr. Baines 
key. With this key was found the 
key that fitted the combination box. 
These facts did not, said Mr. Osler, 
depend upon Pare's oath, although 
he did not argue that the key was 
made from the impression made in 
Pare’s room, “This gives weight to 
the testimony of Wilkes, who said he 
found the impression of thé key in 
the drawer. Counsel then argued 
that the burglars must have had 
help from within, dnd he marshalled 
all the evidence that in any way 
bore out this surmise, The matter 
of being able to open a combination 
without knowledge of the numbers 
has been touched upon. It was sug- 
gested by the defence's evidence that 
because some persons could do it the 
burglars could do it. This seemed 
reasonable on the face of it, Mr. 
Gravelle was dismissed because his 
theory was too complicated for Pare 
to master. The preacher lock-picker 
was a man of keen nerves and touch, 
and the causes of Miles opening the 
safe were not consistent with Pare’s 
possibilities. The shortage of $100 
was next touched upon. How did 
Holden know of this fact, and like- 
wise that Cheesemaker Pruse was to 
have a certain amount of money on 
a certain day. The accurate descrip- 
tion of Ponton’s rooms by Holden 
and Roach was also cause for sur- 
prise, and the fact that Ponton, a 
man on small salary, attended races 
and played cards for money was also 
alluded to. He summed up Ponton’s 
finahees while in Napanee as insur- 
ance $80, minus $54, which would 
represent his savings. He was glad 
the jury had to decide and not him. 
He claimed that the direct evidence 
tended to a conclusion of guilt with- 
out the evidence of an accomplice, 
Representing Holden as a pathetic 
criminal, he claimed that his story 
in the box fitted into everything else. 
The buried money was the next fact 
touched. All the money buried was 
$5 bills, Dominion. These bills ap- 
pear. A good number are traced to 
Hope McGinnis, a friend of the pri- 
soner. Does this confirm Holden's 
story? The alibi for April 24, 1897, 
was treated lightly. The ‘persons 
with Ponton were all waiting for 
the clock to strike. As to the pri- 
soner’s own testimony he had a few 
words to say. A man who was pre- 
pared to commit a crime was pre- 
pared to commit another to conceal 
this crime. Was the prisoner's denial 
to be given weight? In conclusion he 
asked the jury to consider their res- 
ponsibility to themselves and to the 
community. 
The Chancellor's Charge, 

: The Chancellor spoke briefly, The 
jury represented the public to safe- 
guard their interests. A  serioud 
crime had been committed. Money 
had been stolen and found upon cer- 
tain persons. One of the men who 
shared in the transaction had given 
evidence, Many crimes could never 
be known except by the story of the 
perpetrators, This crime was of this 
class, Seventy-seven witnesses had 
been examined. Tho jurors might dif- 
fer in details regarding the evidence, 
but would as one on the main point, 
The first broad line of separation 
began with: Was the burglary done 
by tramps, single-handed, or was it 
aided by someone in the bank? ‘Then 
the evidetice of the lock-breakers was 
to be considered, They had studied 
the opening of locks. ‘The three 
staaaeae dock was easier than the 

wled lock, but the witnesses 
Were exceptionally gifted. They were 
peculiar men, Was the evidence that 
the burglars were peculiar men? The 
direct evidence of those within the 
matter themselyes was that the bur- 
glars had first aid from within. If 
it was not opened without assist-

W. H. Holden, George Pare and 
Jack Roach were brought into court 
While the verdict Was awaited in tbe 
Ponton case. Holden pleaded guilty, 
but Pare would not do so until be 
had made arrangements with the 
Crown as to his treatment as a 
Crown Witness, Tle finally secured a 
lawyer, with the Chancellor's con- 
sent, in Mr. IP. M. Field, and he read 
a statement to the court. Which 
showed that if he made a statouent 
he (Pare) should not be detained in 
custody more than one, two or uU.ree 
months. There Was some ino ry 
consideration mentioned. He cume 
to Canada and gave his evidence, and 
led to Holden and Roach’s arrest, 
and Mackie’s conviction, For these 
reasons Pare should claim eredie for 
the arrest of the parties charged 
With this crime. The fect that Pare 
had not entered the hox should not 
weight against him. The reason Pere 
broke jail was because faith had been 
broken with him, Pare was assured 
after his return that he wold not 
be tried for jail-breaking, We wented 
an easier sentence than the other 
prisoners. x 

Pare said that whon he returned 
from this escapade the Crown Attor- 
ney at Napanee had suid he knew of 
the New Hampshire arreement, aud 
would stand by it.

Ho believed tho at- 
tempt at its intreduction was illegal ; he 
himself had been instrumental in the 
passing of laws against it.

Copy of signed statement of 
Edward Pare, mado to Frank M. 
Barrister, Cobourg, Sept. 24, 1899 : 

Tho first time I learaed of tho true com- 
hination of tho safo, aftor I was arrested, 
was whon I saw it on a statement mado by 
Mr. Baines, brought to moby & Crown 
lawyer, at Napanoo, before tho inyoatiga- 
tion. This was the time when I was asked 
for a stacement by tho samo person MM 
Napanee jail. . While ho was taking down 
tho statement he pushed a shoot of paper 
right in front of me so I could have a fair 
view of it, saying ** You're not fuppored to 
look at that.” Thon he went on writing 
and loft me looking at the statemont. It 
was aatatement made of every day of the 
week of tho robbery from Monday till Fri- 
day, by ty powriter. The amount of money 
every day was marked down until the Fri- 
day night, and below that was tho signa- 
ture ‘* 1), H, Baines,” in writing. . On the 
left hand sido of that shoet there were four 
numbers of big hgures about half an inch 
long—the numbers were 33!) 66, 80, 43, at 
tho end of it was marked ‘'truc comb.” 

I pushed tho paper back towards the 

lawyer and said I would not have any- 

thing to do with it. Then tho lawyer 
repeated that I was not supposed to 
look at it.

The Executive Oommittee’s report was 
first taken up and the various accounts 
were passed. 

The accounts of the Fire, Water and 
Light Committee were passed, Tho recom- 
mendation of the Committee that the con- 
trict with Mr. McCoy for three years be 
renowed at the old price, namely, $2,007.- 
60 per year, was next considered, 

Ald. Kobinron moved in amendment 
that the corporation purchase horses and 
hire drivers, instead of renewing the con- 
tract. 

Tho mover of the amendment said if the 
City owned the horses and hired its own 
help he believed a saving of some $900 
could be effected. He cited the case of the 
town of Brockville, which owned its horscs 
and some of the horses were used for work 
upon the streets. He went into the sub- 
ject minutely, giving figures as to prices of 
horses, cost of feeding same and cost for 
help. He thought that drivers could bo 
obtained to do the work at $2.50 per 
annum, or # total of $750, and the cost of 
; |.five horses s year added would bring tho 
amount in all to $1,107.50, which would 
effect a great saving. The five horses in 
Brockville were kept for $270 per year, 

Ald, Starling said the Brockville horses 
were not kept in the fire stables at night, 
+ | bub adjacent thereto. 

‘The Mayor asked Ald. Robinson if he 
believed Mr. McCoy had made $900 a year 
out of the City. 

Ald. Robinson—I could make it out of 
the City at the same contract price as Mr. 
McOoy. 

Ald, Bogart said there was a consider 
able discrepancy Letween Ald, Robinson's 
figures aa to the keeping of the Brockville 
horses. ‘Tho auditors’ report for last year 
showed that it cost that town $410.07 to 
keep the horses, which was $140 moro than 
what Ald. Robinson had stated

ORCHARD AND GARDEN. 


Any land that will grow a good crop 





Bagasse from the sorghum mill is one 
of the best materials with which to 
mulch strawberries. 

In nearly all cases the price of fruit 
and vegetables in a package is fixed by 
the worst specimens, not by the best. 

Onions should be harvested as soon 
as the tops die down. Spread them out 
under shelter where there is good yen- 
tilation. 

The only safe remedy for the yellows 

is to cut out every affected tree, and 
this must be done systematically and 
thoroughly, . 
.No plant or tree is fit for setting out 
unless it has made a” normal, healthy 
growth in the seed bed or nursery. 
Neither extreme is desirable. 

Apple and pear trees are.all right for 
planting when two or three years old 
from the root graft. With these es- 
pecially the planting of old trees is rare- 
ly advisable. 

Generally slow growing grapevines 
like the Delaware should not be cut 
back. It will suffice to rub off some of 
the buds when just starting. but vigor- 
ous growers should haye the ends of the 
runners pinched off.

ANIMALS WHO SHUN HEAT. 


Where They May Be Found on a 
Scorching Day. 

. “Wild animals oppressed by heat are 
almost human in their actions.” observed 
a natu - “They seek shelter from 
the sun, thirst much for water and fall 
down at last, sunstruck. The tigers of 
India and the lions of Africa seek jun- 
gles that are nearly impenetrable to man, 
Where in pools they wallow fer hours, 
chiu deep, in the water rather than en- 
dure the intense heat of the sun dviving 
through the mass of foliage overhead. 
(urther than this, they may sometimes 
be surprised like deer in the water. 

“In hot weather fishermen often sce 
along the shores of the Adirondack and 
Miine lakes numbers of deer. These an- 
imals make frequent visi during the 
day to the water, where they nibble at a 
lily pod now and again and im flevoss 
to the islinds or to the opposite shore to 
cool off their overheated bodies. 

“Cattle seck the woods and shade spots 
when the sun begins to show its fury, but 
they are often driven out of such cool 
places by a niore deadly cnemy—the ar- 
nies of bloodthirsty aud keenly weapon- 
ed insects—and resort to the hills. Curl 
ously cnough, many insects prefer keep- 
ing in the shade to quenching their thirst 
for blood. When cattle seck the pools 
aud streams, fishes gather around to snap 
up the flies Killed by the tails of the 
beasts. 

“The woodchuck retires to the moist 
depths of its burrow, the squirrel to its 
home tree. The hare lies in the long 
grass beside the brook in an alder bed.”—

The Story of Mignon,

BLUFFED BY A CRIMINAL 


and Durham Humiliated. 


THE PINKERTON DETECTIVES. 








Who Made the Pinkertons Judge and Jury ?—A Disgraceful 
Scene in a Court—The Matter of Queen’s Evidence — 
Let the Crown Maintain its Dignity. 





(Port Hope Times.) 
When it was proposed to try tho self- 
confessed’ criminals Pare and Holden in 
the courts of Durham and Northumberland 
the press of these United Counties, voicing 
the opinion of the people, protested vigor- 
ously. The indignation aroused by saddling 
us with the expenses of these trials has 
beon excited to fever heat by tho fact that 
our court has not been used to satisfy the 
ends of justice but that justice might be 
prostituted and the Crown humiliated and 
disgraved. The scoundrel Pare, on whose 
evidence a man named Mackie is serving a 
term of ten years in penitentiary for com- 
plicity in the Dominion Bank Robbery, 
who according to his owa statement was 
the ringleader in this crime, had the audac- 
ity to stand in the prisoner's dock and 
bardy words with the court. This man 
Pare, possibly the most dangerous criminal 
ever brought to bay in Canada, was allow- 
¢1 to dictate to the Crown the course to bo 
followed in dealing with his case. The re-

sents the law, therefore a man defending 
himself against the Crown should expect 
to tind his accusers as fair, disinterested 
and impartialas a judge.

and obeyed. In the United States, where 
the Pinkerton detectives hold full sway, 
mob rule and lynching are common. Cun- 
ada he3 little to gain by taking the admin- 
istration of justice out of the hands of her 
judges and placing it in the hands of Pink- 
erton detectives, In charging the jury on 
the Ponton case the eminent counsel for 
the Crowa said that one unpunished crime 
would breed # hundred, yet clemency was 
urged for Pare, who had robbed a bank of 
$32,C29, who had broken jail, and had 
earned the reputation of being thd most 
dangerous criminal ever confin«d in a Can- 
adian jail. No wonder the eminent jus- 
tice, Sir Jolin Boyd, said it was most 
unusual. 

The jury in the Ponton case refused to 
believe the stories of Pare and Holden, 
notwithstanding the fact that the counsel 
for the Crown endeavored to show repeat- 
‘diy that these men told their tales with- 
out hope of favor from the court, 
Suppose the jury had accepted the essur 
ance and believed the evidence of these 
criminal witnesses, how would they have 
felt when Pare, in the open court,said that 
his plea would depend whether promises 
made to him on behalf of the Crown would 
be kept ?- Fortunately tho jury knew, the 
judge knew and the people knew that, as a 
matter of fact,the criminals had everything 
to gain by throwing the responsibility of ; 
their crime on other shoulders. ‘They 
hoped to gain clemency for themselves. Tn 
gain clemency for themselves these men 
would stick at nothing. Pare, who wrs the 
ringleader in the Dominion Bank robbery, 
was sentenced to serve three years in poni- 
tentiaiy. Mackio, who was convicted by 
the evidence of Pare and the other scoun- 
drel, Holden, was sentenced to ten years 
imprisonment. Circulate a petition to 
release Mackie and every man who believes ( 
Pare and Holden are liars will sign it—and 
who is fool enough to believe anything else.

Lifeboat Swamped and Many Drowned 
--Alleged Robbery of Passengers 
by Crew ofthe Vessel, 


(Special to the INTELLIGENCER.) 

Qurnro, September 29. -- Information 
from Rimouski indicates that the wreck of 
the Scotsman was sccompanied by most 
extraordinary incidents, 

The vessel went ashore at two o'clock on 
Friday morning. The first boat, loaded 
with women and children, was swamped 
soon after it left the ship's side and all of 
the occupants were drowned, 

Immediately after the vessel struck tho 
scokora commenced a most barefaced rob- 
bory of the passengers, taking all the valu- 
ables they could lay their hands on. 

The passengere who escaprd had the 
Sreatost difliculty in reaching a place of 
safety. They had to climb over the rocks 
for miles to reach the light house. 

The food supply for four days was of the 
scantiest, ‘The passengers lost everything 
they possessed. 

Had the weather been colder many of 
the women and children would have per- 
ished in making their way to the light- 
house. 

The S. S. Montford is a freight ship, 
with scarcely any accommodation for 
passengers, and the unfortunate people 
from the Scotsman had a.most uncomfort- 
able time of it while on board her.

Farther Details of the Darjeeling 
District Flood Disaster, 


Calcutta, Sept. 29,—Lieut.-Govern- 
or Sir John Woodburn announced to 
the Council yesterday that four hun- 
dred persons lost their lives through 
the floods at Darjeeling, capital of 
the district of that name, in addi- 
tion to those drowned on the plains. 
Great havoc has been caused at Kur- 
seong.

James Smith, a meat vendor, was charged 
by Me. SV. FE. Vandervoort, the lesser of 
the market, with refusing to pay markit 
fees. 

Smith admitted that he refused to pay 
the amount claimed by Mr. Vandervoort, 
but offered what he considercd was the 
jast and proper fees. 

Recently Mr. Smith came upon the 
market with a load which consisted of 20 
quarters of mutton and one whole carcass. 

The lessee sought to obtain from Mr, 
Smith pay for 24 quarters of meat and this 
the latter refused to pay. ‘The clause in 
the Market By-law governing the fees 
states ‘that all fresh meat brought 
upon the market so as to obtain 
the advantages of such markec shall be sub 
ject to the following fees : or every quar- 
ter of beef, 52; for every quarter of mut- 
ton, veal or lamb, 3c, and for every quarter 
of pork, 4c. But no charge shall be exact- 
ed from any vehicle in which such meat is 
brought to market.” 

Mr. E. G. Porter appeared for Mr. 
Smith and argued that the By-law was not 
drawn up in conformity with the statuto 
governing markets and was therefore ultra 
vires. 

Mr. S. Masson appeared on behalf of 
Mr. Vandervoort and contended that the 
By-law was valid and that the lesseo was 
within his rights in dernanding pay for the 
quarters,

Shamrock. 

After sezing the Shamrock 
have come to tne conclusion that she is the best 
boat that has ever crossed the Atlantic in quest 
of the America’s Cup, 

She is a far better looking boat than the Val- 
kyrie IIT, and resembles Defender in many 
particulars. 

She has not the flat floor and hard bilge that 
I expected to see, but on the contrary has a 
remarkably easy bilge, giving her a large under- 
boly. 

This, of course, gives her considerable sail 
carrying power, but at the same time makes 
that much more body to push through the water. 

She also has very good ends, but it scems to 
me that neither bow nor stern is drawn out 
sufficiently fine to get the best results. 

Her forward overhang is somewhat shorter 
than Columbia’s, thus shortening her sailing 
length when heeled over, as compared with 
Columbia 

Her greatest breadth of beam is quite well alt 
cf the main rigging—in fact, about where the 
masthead backstays strike the "deck, From 
there aft she is drawn in quite sharply, which 
makes her carry a big quartering wave, — 

Her keel is slightly rockered, the forward end 
being cut up, about two feet. This, while it 
will not hurt her ‘* holding on ’’ qualities, will 
make her tarn easier and quicker in stays. 

iler stern is broad and quite flatand well 
drawn out, This I consider a good quality. It 
will not hurt her running ability and will tend 
to prevent her from squatting and dragging the 
water after her when running dead before it, as 
she might do were the stern shorter. 

Taking her altogether,she is a finely modelled 
boat, and were her bilges less easy the Colum- 
bia would have no easy task to defeat her, 

Tn point of construction she is quite equal to 
Columbia, and I think it is safe to say that: the 
Thorneycrofts have turned out as smooth a 
yacht as was ever launched, { 

Iler rig is neatness personified, scarcely a 
rope in sight. Of course the Columbia is neatly 
rigged, but thé Shamrock quite equals her in 
this respect. 

Her sails I have not seen, but the fact tha; 
they are from Ratsey’s loft, leaves nothing to be

THE AMATEUR CARPENTER. 








His Experience In Shortening the 

| Legn of the Table, 
Mr. W. L. Alden discourses in his most 
! amusing style upon amateur carpenter- 
ing in Pearson’s Magazine. ‘There pre- 
vails,” he says, “a superstition among 
people of an economical turn of mind 
that vast sums of money can be saved 
every year by a householder who has a 
few carpenter's tools and fancies that he 
can mend broken tables and chairs and 
can manufacture articles of furniture. 
Experience has demonstrated times with- 
out number that, next to drink, the ama- 
teur carpenter habit is the most expen- 
sive and ruinous habit in which a man 
can indulge, but experience has not the 
slightest influence in checking the habit. 

“The householder who brings a saw, a 
hammer, a plane and a gimlet into his 
house is lost. He will inevitably proceed 
to use these implements of destruction 
until he has ruined his entire stock of fur- 
niture and brought himself to the verge 
of bankruptcy. I have known an honest 
and upright man to provide himself with 
carpenter's tools and then to begin an 
unprovoked assault upon a table, one leg 
of which happened to be an infinitesimal 
part of an inch shorter than the other 
legs. 

“Beginning at 9 o’clock in the morn- 
Ing, that unhappy man successively short- 
ened every other leg of the table in the 
vain hope of bringing them all to the 
same length. Of course the more he used 
his saw the more widely the four legs 
deviated from uniformity, but the man, 
encouraged by a misguided wife, contin- 
ued to saw off bits of the legs until at 
noon the top of that table had been 
brought within elght inches of the floor 
and the difference in length between the 
longest and shortest leg was fully two 
inches.
